New York, Oct. 28.—[Special.]—Anu ex- 
traordinary interview I had today with one 
of the acknowledged masters of the Stand- 
ard Oi] combination ought to bring some 
peace and comfort to those people who have 
come to the conclusion; or who fear, that ifa 
central bank scheme is adopted in this coun- 
try it will result sooner or later in fastening 
the talons of the great monopoly deep in the 
beart of the business community. 
Protestations of virtue do not always carry 
conviction, and there are those who are ready 
te fear a Standard Oil magnate, no matter 
how much he may promise in the line of the 
common good. Yet I must say that I was 
convinced of his good faith partly because 
of his manner, but even more because of the 
good sense of his poiat of view. 
That he was a representative head of the 
great combination no one could hesitate to 
admit, if I were at Überty to mention his 
name. That he really felt deeply on the sub- 
ject few people would doubt, and that he was 
ip earnest in declaring for his single self 
that he would not be a party to any private 
control of a central bank was quite evident, 
however one might doubt as to the result of 
consideration of the subject by the corporate 
conscience of his associates. 


Opening the Interview. 

In the first place, I approached the subject 
with less diplomacy than honesty. I ex- 
plained that in my investigation of the ques- 
tion of currency reform, I had found standing 
out above all other things the condition of 
public sentiment, which seemed more than 
anytning else to threaien the possibility of 
the enactment into actual law of the proposi- 
ton for a central bank. I snowed that 
wherever I had been there were two consist- 
ent objections to the central bank, one work- 
img into the other. 

In the first place bankers imvariably de- 
clared that the establishment of a central 
bank meant the reduction of their institutions 
to the position of branches, either d. ectly or 
indirectly. In the second place it was always 
said that a great central bank with a capital 
of $100,000,000 would be a terrific engine of 
Gcancial and commercial monopoly. These 
people always said that there was wut one 
company in America Which would have both 
the money and the instinct to control the cen- 
tral bank, and that concern was the combina- 
tion of capital popularly known as the Stand- 
ard Oil company. 

I ventured to express the opinion that if this 
feeling already manifested by the bankers 
were to take possession of the péople, and 
especially if it were harped upon by dema- 
gCgues in both parties, it would be practically 
impossible to secure any central bank legis- 
lation from congress. 


Dependent on General Prosperity. 

There was no mistaking the earnestness 
with which the Standard Oil representative, 
surrounded as he was with all the evidence 
of great financial power, leaned across his 
desk and said with dramatic anxiety. 

“If I thought such a thing were possible 
I would openly and publicly oppose the een- 
tral bank idea from this time forth, even 
for evermore. I mean this thoroughly, be- 
cause the financial interests which I repre- 
Sent can never succeed in making money 
except by participating in the prosperity of 
the country. 

“There is an awful lot of tommy-rot non- 
sense; both written and printed, about the 
operations of the Standard Oil and similar 
corporations. They have some sings to an- 
swer for beyond doubt—all corporations and 
many private firms have. The rush for money 
is apt to make a man blind to some of the 
niceties of commercial honesty. On the 
whole, however, you cannot run a railroad, 
or sell illuminating oll, or conduct a cattle 
fanch except at the will of the public. You 
must have a prosperous community to whom 
to sell things. You may save money by con- 
centrating your plants. You may raise prices 
to a certain extent by destroying competi- 
tion, but you must have a consuming class 
with money to buy if you are to make money 
yourself. If the Standard Oil company 
Were able to throttle the business of this 
country its own profits would decline imme- 
diately. I mean what I say, therefore, that 
the prosperity of any great corporation is

There was no alternative for Cortin, as a 
revolver was pointed his way, and the robber 
made some remark about being nervous. 
Cortin had collected $1.66, a stick pin, and 
two watches from the other employée when 
the robber, to add realism to the scene, blazed 
away twice with one of the guns. 
At that moment Tony, the watchman, re- 
appeared with a revolver which he procured 
from an upper room, Before he had a chance 
to use it, however, the robber had fired a 
shot wounding him in the leftarm.

WAR SECRETARY HAS MEDAL 


Story Is That He Jumped In All Right, 
but in Vain. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—An al- 
leged reason why Secretary of War Dickin- 
son is so reticent regarding his rescuing from 
Detroit river of J. F. Joy; who fell from 
the gangplank of ex-Secretary of the Navy 
Newberry’s yacht Truant in 1895, for which 
Mr. Dickinson received a medal Sept. 28. 
has become public here. 
He did not rescue Mr. Joy at all. Capt. 
Moses Redmond, who has been in command 
of the various yachts of the Newberry fam- 
ily for thirty years, performed that feat 
himself, although Mr. Dickinson made a 
creditable attempt at the rescue. 
Detroiters who witnessed the incident have 
been wondering why Capt. Redmond did 
not come in for a medal. One of them, a 
newspaper man, went to see Capt. Redmond 
about it today. 
Yes, Capt. Redmond remembered some- 
thing about helping Mr. Joy out of the river, 
but he had one medal for life saving al- 
ready, and, what was more, a letter written 
by Mr. Joy shortly after his ducking, thank- 
ing him for his prompt action. This letter 
he had treasured, and when the original copy 
accidentally was destroyed he went to Mr. 
Joy’s office and was given a copy from the 
letter file. 

Captain Produces Letter. 
After much delving among the papers in 
a chest in his winter quarters at 672 At- 
water street, east, yesterday afternoon. 
Capt. Redmond brought to view this letter: 
Sept. 15, 1895.—Dear Sir: Will you allow 
me to make you a present of the inclosed $25? 
It is, of course, no compensation, nor is it 
intended as such, for the efficient and prompt 
aid you and the men on the Truant gave me 
the evening I took a bath by stepping from 
the gangplank. Nothing I could do would 
be compensation to you for such aid, and 
you would not take compensation for an 
act of humanity on your part. I make this 
little present and write you this letter, and 
give you my cordial thanks, all to show you 
that I appreciate fully the prompt and care- 
ful means adopted by you in rescuing myself 
and my friend Dickinson, who, not knowing 
I was an expert swimmer, had immediately 
followed me into the water to hold me up 
if necessary until both could be rescued 
from it. 
When next I take a bath of this kind, if 
I ever do, I hope it may be from the Truant, 
with yourself and men with you in man- 
agement. J. F. Jor.“ 


Accident Followed Race. 

We had been to the flats with the mem- 
bers of the American Bar association, the 
Truant heading a fleet of several private 
yachts,”" Capt. Redmond said. “ We raced 
back and the Truant reached the dock first. 
It was evening and Mr. Joy missed his footing 
and went into the water. I hurried down and, 
looking over the edge, could dimly make out 
three persons struggling in the water. One 
was Mr. Joy, another Mr. Dickinson, and 
the third a sailor. 

“Mr. Joy had seized a line hanging from 
the Truant and a gang of lawyers on deck 
were trying to hoist him up.

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HAMMERSTEIN PICKS A SITE 


Will Build Opera House at North 
| Clark and Chestnut Streets. 


STRUCTURE FOR MUSIC ONDY. 


Promises Chicago Shall Have Best, if 
Not Most Noted, Singers. 


Oscar Hammerstein is to build his opera 
house in Chicago at Clark and Chestnut 
streets, according to a telegram sent from 
New York last night. 

Although neither Mr. Hammerstein in New 
York nor his Chicago representatives, Max 
Rabinoff and Benjamin Atwell, would give 
any details concerning the plans of the im- 
presario, it was learned that Mr. Hammer- 
steln has closed an option on this property 
through Ogden, Sheudon & Co. and that the 
plans for the opera house have been drawn 
and some of the material is in Chicago. 

According to the information received, the 
building is to be a replica of the $1,000,000 
building which Mr. Hammerstein erected in 
Philadelphia a few years ago and will be 
used by his own opera company, and possibly 
for concerts or similar entertainments. 


Big Clark Street Frontage. 

The lot has a frontage on Clark street of 
about 300 feet and a depth of about 250 and 
the building will occupy practically the en- 
tire lot. The first floor will be divided into 
two sections, parquet and parquet circles. 
with about forty rows of chairs, and the 
first balcony will contain the boxes with an 
ante-room back of each and a promenade 
running around back of them. A separate 
stairway will lead from the carriage vesti- 
bule to the boxes. Back of the boxes will 
be fourteen rows of chairs, and in the gal- 
lery there will be twelve rows. 

Negotiations have been going on between 
Mr. Hammerstein and certain Chicago in- 
terests for several months. A few weeks ago 
these negotiations had reached such a stage 
that THE TRIBUNE’s dramatic critic, Ham- 
mond, was sent to New York tointerview Mr. 
Hammerstein. Mr. Hammond learned from 
him that among the things Mr. Hammerstein 
was holding out for was that he should be 
guaranteed in some way, either by subscrip- 
tion or the tssuance of bonds, by men of 
financial responsibility here, against logs in 
case the venture proved a fallure. 


Chance for Minor Stars. 

Another thing that Mr. Hammerstein dis- 
closed at that time was that if he came to 
Chicago to give grand opera at popular 
prices he would insist that the people of 
Chicago accept the singers he sent them, 
and that they need not expect to hear high 
priced stars, whose names command for 
them large salaries, every night. Mr. Ham- 
merstein stated that high priced stars are not 
always the best singers, but that others 
could sing the principal roles in grand opera 
equally well, and his purpose is to give Chi- 
cago these singers part of the time at least. 

Mr. Hammerstein is known to have been 
leaning towards the north side site from the 
beginning, claiming that it is necessary that 
the ground rent, or the interest on the amount 
investec in land must be as small as pos- 
sible, because of the fact that there will be 
many months of the year when the building 
will be idie. 

According to rumors which have been rife 
in Chicago for some time, Mr. Hammer- 
stein’s particular interest in Chicago lies 
in the fact that it will be a gateway for him 
to get into the western country, and he al- 
ready has hie eyes set on Denver and Los 
Angeles. Chicago will be the link between 
his eastern enterprises, which include the 
Manhattan opera house in New York and 
the Philadelphia opera house. He also for

Investigation by THE TRIBUNE has devel

As a municipal scold cesting the city $84,-

prietors of smokestacks into line for a more 
wholesome atmosphere. Others it has prod- 
ded unsuccessfully, but now threatens te 
prod effectively since the current anti-smoke 
agitation has turned the eyes of the people of 
Chicago upon its chief smoke inspector. 


Lenient with Big Fellows, 
Practically, as a wieiuer ot tne war club, 
Mr. Bird's own records have revealed a leni- 
ency which is startling. His most stern attl- 
tude has been taken tow2ads minor violators 
of the smoke ordinance, while the big fellows 


cerned. 


sons in the records of his office were put up 
to him, admitted that the corporations which 
make the most smoke have barely been 
scratched in court. The section of the law 
requiring suits to be brought against viola- 
tors of the smoke ordinance has been invoke@ 
in only a small fraction of the cases recorded 
by Mr. Bird’s inspectors. 

When suits have been brought, they have 
been directed principally against stores, laun- 
dries, and the smeller industrial establish- 
ments, while the Illinois Central and the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroads, together 
with the towing companies, which are prize 
producers of smudge, have written polite le. 
ters to Mr. Bird and received more or legs 
polite letters in return. 

They have been prosecuted 10 in rare 
cases, the gist of the reason given by Mr, 
Bird being that the big fellows have shown 
a disposition to codperate with the smoke de- 
partment.” 


Illinois Central His Model. 
For instance. Mr. Bird has come to believe 
that the Illinois Central comes closer to being 
the model railroad of Chicago in respect to 
smoke abatement than does any other road. 
He is loath to belleve the Illinois Central 
ever smokes. His inspectors have reported 
some cases of its locomotives violating the 
smoke ordinance, but after writing a letter 
to the road Mr. Bird has turned loose his 
men upon such monsters of iniquity as the 
Del Prado hotel and Louis Weber & Co., in- 
stitutions which, from the standpoint of 
smoke, are small potatoes in comparison 
with the Illinois Central. 

Mr. Bird was asked why he merely kept 
books on corporations which apparently vio- 
late the smoke ordinance all the time, and 
did not have them haled into court and fined 
as the law provides shall be done. 
Broadly, his excuse for not enforcing the 
law was that he did not conceive it was the 
intent of the city to use the law as a club 
to flourish but seldom to smite with. Alse, 
he admitted that he had been led into paths 
of extreme moderation by persons who have 
talked to him about the danger of driving 
industry and commerce away from Chicago 
by actually enforcing the smoke ordinance, 
He said he didn't want to do anything like 
that. 

Cudgel Long in Disuse. 
The deeper the investigator delved into the 
records of Mr. Bird's office, the larger be- 
came the visible supply of velvet gloves worn 
by Mr. Bird and his force. There was a slap- 
stick or two, but the cudgel was cobwebbed@ 
from disuse, 
“From now on,“ said Mr. Bird, speaking 
sternly in anticipation of criticism, “ this 
office has a rule that is going to go.“ In 
fact, it has been in force since the tenth of 
the month. The rule is that any two viola- 
tioms of the smoke ordinance from the same 
stack within a month will subject the owner 
of the stack to prosecution, no matter whe 
he is. Till go after members of the smoke 
abatement commission, newspapers, and 
anybody else I can catch.“ 
As the Investigator proceeded still deeper 
into the files, he discovered similar threats 
typewritten in capital letters and addressed 
to smokemakers. A line of checking dis- 
closed that they had not been enforced. 
For example, as long ago as May 22 of this 
year a letter from Mr. Bird to the Dunham 
Towing and Wrecking company, “ thank- 
ing the company for what he considered it 
had done to help him, contained this state- 
ment: 
“ Every careless and unnecessary violation 
of the smoke ordinance observed by the 
smoke inspectors on the Chicago river and 
harbor will result in a suit.” 


Reports Show Threats Vain. 
How thoroughly Mr. Bird failed to live up 
to the threat is shown in the detailed stack 
reports on the Dunham company for the re 
mainder of the sunimer.

It is expected that the action will be taken 
by Mrs. Love just as soon as her health s 
in such condition that she and her mother 
can return from England, where they have 
been for the last six months. 

To close friends of Mrs. Love the announce- 
ment of a separation in London and cable 
intelligence to the effect that an appeal for 
protection for wife and daughter had been 
made to the American representative in the 
British metropolis occasioned no surprise, 
and these vouched yesterday for the truth of 
the report that legal annullment of the mar- 
riage tie would be sought soon. 


Acquaintances Not Surprised. 

In society circles the developments follow- 
ing fhe return to Chicago of the young broker 
have been lively topics of conversation for 
the last three Mys. Members of the various 
clubs and social organizations, where the 
Loves were formerly most popular, who 
covertly expressed an opinion early in the 
week that Love and his wife would part, 
were free to admit that they suspected as 
much all along. 

Relatives of both families refused publicly 
to make any statement about the affairs of 
the Loves, but none would deny that since 
the Love failure in New Xork an estrange- 
ment has developed which grew more and 
more acute. 2 

In many quarters where the rumors of 
separation and divorce were discussed it was 
declared that quarrele over money matters 
had led to apparently irreconcilable dif- 
ferences between Love and his wife. Gossip 
had it that following the crash in New York 
and after Moore withdrew his patronage 
from his protégé, Love had not a penny left 
himself, and that he was entirely dependent 
upon his wife. 

Mrs. Love’s Fortune Great.

Wife Has Income Only. 

The fortune left to Mrs. Love from her ta- 
ther’s estate was entailed in such a manner 
that she could not even secure control of the 
whole amount herself. Under provision of 
the will Mrs. Love only has at her disposal 
the income from the estate. The estate prop- 
er is held entirely in trust for her children. 
Thus Mrs. Love, had she been willing to turn 
over the property to her husband, would not 
have been in 3. position, to do so. 0 

Those of the Burnes and Love acquain- 
tances who are in a position to know reluc- 
tantly admitted that cruelty will be the 
charge which Mrs. Love will bring against 
her husband when she files a petition for 
divorce. : 

Though outwardly the relations between 
the Loves during their sojourn in England 
have been most happy—that fact attested to 
by several Chicagoans who have visited 
them in their country home near London 
yet intimate friends here have received word

Hereafter, instead of a Chicago river im- 
provement committee from the association 
Oghting for better shipping facilities in the 
downtown districts, and a. Calumet River Im- 
provement association contending for harbor 
construction. at South Chicago, there will 
be but one body—the rivers and harbors com- 
mittee of the Association of Commerce— 
aiming toward making Chicago the lead- 
ing port for lake traffic. . 

The new committee is composed of Charles 
L. Dering, chairman; George E. Marcy, E. 
8. Conway, Harry A. Ford, Daniel Willard, 
J. J. Walt, and J. H. Van Viiseingen, the old 
committee of the Association of Commerce, 
and George A. Tripp, M. R. Kelly, J. J. Arm- 
strong, and James Bradley, former officers 
and leaders of the South Chicago organize- 
“tion. 

Combine to Aid Schemes. 

The absorption of the smaller body did not 
add materially to the membership of the 
greater, as the majority of the south shore 
industries already are on its rolls. The 
amalgamation was for the sole purpose of 
unifying the pro-harbor factions. 

The basis of the agreement was that here- 
after the new committee—provision for which 
necessitated a change of the bylawe of the 
commerce association, which was made when 
the merger was approved by its board of 
directors on Tuesday—wil) represent almost 
equally. the two divisions of interest. There 
will be five members representing the Chi- 
cago river interests, four representing those 
of the Calumet region, and two not distinctly 
a Hled with either. 


Long Under .usideration. 

“The consolidation has been under con- 
sideration for several months,” said Mr. 
Dering. It was referred to the river im. 
provement et ip to arrange terms and 
these were agreed upon and presented to the 
board of directors last Tuesday. We expect 
augmented force and broadened activity to 
result. 

Next Tuesday afternoon a hearing win 
be held before Maj. Thomas H. Rees, chief 
engineer of the department of the lakes, on 
the proposed removal of three old railroad 
bridges over the Calumet river near Ninety- 
seventh street and the substitution of mod- 
ern bridges.

Ignatz Lehnert, a former German army 
officer, whose mind is believed to have been 
unbalanced by the horrors he went through 
during the San Francisco earthquake, at- 
tempted to end his life last night by drown- 
ing. He was under the hallucination that he 
is wanted in his native land for the murder 
of two persons. 

With a large stone tied by a strong string 
about his waist, he leaped off the breakwater 
at the foot of Harrison street. 
to the weight of the stone, Lehnert was 
weighted down with three suits of underwear, 
two coats, and three pairs of trousers, but 
these acted as a buoy when the string broke 
and the stone sank. 

The high waves washed him back against 

the breakwater and he was rescued by four 
German fishermen who had witnessed his 
efforts at destruction. 
Lehnert told the police he had lived at the 
Millis hotel, 411 South State street, and was a 
porter in the saloon of Long & Menge, Sixty- 
first street and Center avenue. 


Tells an Incoherent Story. 
He told an incoherent story, declaring he 


had fied from the saloon because he had been 
subjected to tortures for three days and 
nights by men who wished to kill him to in- 
stall a negro in his place. 

He said he was kept without food in the 
saloon for three days and night, and to pre- 
vent him from sleeping he was constantly 
tickled with feathers. The climax came 
when Long asked him to go to the basement 
for some glasses. This aroused his suspicion 
that he was to be murdered ant he fied from 
the place. 

As he was walking in Michigan avenue he 
said he saw a policeman who formerly owned 
a saloon in Oakland. Cal., and when the po- 
liceman laughed at him the desire to end his 
life overcame him and he ran to the lake 
where he plunged into the water. 

am wanted in Germany for the murder 
of two people,” he said, and I don’t care 
how soon, they take me back. I saw two 
girls from Berlin who are to testify against 
me, and this. with the scornful smile of the 
policeman, drove me to the lake to end my 
life. 


Thinks Life Is in Danger.

Brother and ‘Hired Man’ Put Un- 
der $15,000 Bail Each in Lyons 


HEARING IS POSTPONED.

Bernard Brockmeyer, brother of Augustus 
Brockmeyer, the Lyons milk dealer found 
slain in his wagon. and Harry Hasman, a 
hired man on the farm, were formally ac- 
cused of the murder yesterday afternoon, 
when ‘warrants were issued upon complaint 
of Detective George Trafton of Chicago. 

The two prisoners, who have been in cus- 
.ody since the day of the murder, were given 
a preliminary hearing before Justice of the 
Peace McDonnell of Lyons and ball was 
placed at $15,000 each. The hearing was con- 
-Inued until Oct. 30, when it will be decided 
whether or not tle men will be held to the 
grand jury. 

Both men were represented by Attorney 
John M. Cameron of Riverside. After they 
had been taken back to their cells Attorney 
Cameron said he felt confident bail would 
be furnished by his clients’ friends. 


Arrested on Assault Charge. 

“TIT am convinced that my clients are inno- 
cent, and I feel that a coroner's jury wil 
acquit them of these charges,’’ he declared. 

Coincident with the murder charge, Brock- 
meyer was arraigned on a charge of assault 
upon Marshal Zimmerman.

Children in Visions.

OBJECT TO POSTAL CHANGE 


Protest Against Removal of the 
Twenty-second Street Station. 


CITIZENS CALL ON CAMPBELL 


Postmaster Explains Necessity of Cut- 
ting Out Number of Branches. 


A delegation of south siders, headed by 
Congressman Martin B. Madden, Ala. 
George F. Harding, and the Rev. Johnston 
Myers, yesterday formally protested against 
the contemplated abolition of the Twenty- 
second street branch of the postoffice. 
Authorization recently was received by 
Postmaster Campbell for the division of the 
delivery work now done from that branch 
between the main office and the branch at 
Armour avenue and Thirty-first street with 
the understanding that two small offices 
known as numbered branches would be 
opened for the transaction of money order 
and registration business. 

No formal decision that this plan would Be 
put into effect had been made, but it reached 
the ears of residents that permission nad 
been granted for the cessation of the deliv- 
ery branch on Dec. $1, and thirty of them 
‘Visited the postoffice to enter their objec- 
tions. 


Postmaster Meets Them. 
They were met by Postmaster Campbell, 
John M. Hubbard, assistant postmaster, and 
W. R. Hinman, assistant superintendent of 
salaries and allowances. 

The complainants were told the delivery 
service for the Twenty-second street district 
could be handled as speedily and efficiently 
by transferring to the province of the main 
office the territory lying north of that street 
and to the Thirty~-first street branch the ter- 
ritory south of the line. 

To this they protested that the change 
meant at least the loss of a Sunday delivery; 
and when they were told that even this might 
be arranged, they asked that their protests 
be forwarded to Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock, with a view to obtaining a reconsidera. 
tion of the authority granted. 

“There is no certainty that the Twenty- 
second street station will be abandoned,” 
Postmaster Campbell told them, “ although 
the question of doing so has been left to the 
dircretion of this office. The subject 18 Still 
open and your protest will be forwarded to 
Washington for consideration there.“ 


Conditions Changed. 


During the course of the interview Mr. 
Campbell pointed out that the postoffice 
must be changed in harmony with the change 
of conditions just as much as the methods of 
any big business house. He explained that 
the transfer of the main postoffice to the 
west side probably would eliminate one of the 
branches in that section of the city, and that 
the removal of the Chicago and Northweet- 
ern railway station from the north side 
might enable the postoffice to abolish one of 
its branches there. 

He said that with the transfer of the post- 
office to the west side or even before that 
event the replacing by automobiles of the 
pneumatic tube and wagon service between 
depots and branches might prove advisable. 
He declared that the pneumatic tube was 
“insufficient ’’ in the handling of tons of 
mall daily, and that automobile service had 
proven effective in several large cities of the 


country.

GYMNASIUM WAR KEEPS UP 


Mrs. Young to Be Judge of New 
School Building Plans. 


MAY NEED 10,000 SEATS. 


President Urion Orders Report on 
Whole System’s Capacity. 


The question of eliminating from the new 
school buikiings of the $250,000 type designed 
by School Architect Dwight H. Perkins the 
wing which was to comprise the gymnasium 
and assembly hall is not entirely. settled. The 
board of education at its meeting last 
Wednesday night voted to cut out the large 
eymnasiums and assembly hall in the new 
dbuildings and to substitute smaller g¢ym- 
nasiumes and halis.

“The buildings are not erected yet,“ he 
ald.

I 
conferred with Mrs. Young about the propo- 
sition to cut out the gymnasium and assem- 
bly hall wing, and we both understood that 
the basements were to be fitted up for gym- 
nasiums. 


Mrs. Young to Decide Question. 

„Mrs. Young did not entirely favor this 
project, but we agreed that it would be the 
best thing to do, taking all things into con- 
sideration. Then came the reports to the 
board from the committee. In them there 
was provision for placing manual training 
and domestic science classrooms, which were 
to have been in the wing to be eliminated, but 
not a word was said about gymnasiums in 
three of the four reports on changed build- 
ings. 

Now, there are thousands of people in 
Chicago who want to know whether these 
schools are to have gymnasiums or not. That 
is why I asked to have the reports recon- 
sidered. If the redrawn plans do not provide 
for at least fair gymnasium facilities, there 
will be further objections and the superin- 
tendent has the final say as to whether a 
building shall be erected according to the 
architect’s plans or not. 


Shortage of 10,000 Seats. 

As a basis for building plans for the year 
President Urion is having prepared by the 
superintendent's office statistics of the num- 
ber of seats in the entire school system, pu- 
pils, average attendance, half day divisions, 
and rented rooms for school purposes. 

The report is expected to show that there 
is a shoriage of nearly 10 000 seats, a short- 
age which will probably be considerably aug- 
mented before the close of the school year, 
based on the figures for last year.

If every enrolled pupil had been in constant 
attendance, there would have been a short- 
age amounting to over 20,000 seats. The 
actual shortage was placed at about half 
this figure. It is estimated that the enroll- 
ment at the end of the present year will be 
nearly 325,000, and that the shortage of 
seats will be even greater than last year.

Fire Marshal Horan Orders 
Out 25; Will Save City 
$2,000 a Year. 


NOT NEEDED, HE SAYS.

Twenty-five telephones paid for by the fire 
department, including those in his own res- 
dence and in the residence of Inspector J. C.

When this work has been done there wiil 
remain in the department only sevon teic- 
phones to be paid for by the city. These are 
in the fire alarm office, the branch fire a:a:m 
office at Englewood, the repair department, 
and four engine houses. 

Chief Horan's action was pronounced the 
most unexpected response yet made to the. 
city administration's call for economy and 
it will result in a saving of about $2.000 a 
year—a beginning on the 10 per cent cui in 
expenses recently agreed upon at a dinner 47 
depart mental heads. 

The fire marshal said that he was detar- 
mined to prune wherever the operation wou.d 
not interfere with the efficiency of the de- 
partment and that he had conciuded tha: the 
department could spare the twenty-five in- 
struments without interfering with the serv- 
ice it will give the public. 


Convenient, Not Necessary. 

“These telephones are not worth the price 
we have to pay for them in the present im- 
poverished conditiom of the city’s treasury,”

The telephones ordered out of service in- 
clude sixteen in as many engine houses and 
those in seven truck houses. It is probable

Dallas, Tex., Oct. 23.—[Special. I— The visit 
of President Taft to Dallas today resulted in 
the probable death of one of the many thou- 
sands who attempted to greet him. Louis

President Taft arrived here after a fast 
run by special train from Houston, where he 
spent three hours this morning. He was 
| taken immediately to the state fair grounds, 
where he made an open air speech toa throng 
which filled the big racetrack’ grand stand 
and spread far out in every direction. Mr. 
Taft was so hoarse that he could be heard 
only a short distance, despite heroic efforts 
on his part. 

The president’s voice began to grow husky 
after his speech at Corpus Christi yesterday 
and broke down almost completely during 


his address at Houston this morning, when he | 


tried to make himself heard to a crowd which 
filled four intersecting streets for two blocks 
in either direction. 


Speaks to Negro Students. 

On his way from Houston today, the prest- 
dent traveled in the most populous section 
of the state, and the succession of prosper- 
ous looking towns and cities was in striking 
contrast to the long stretches of barren cac- 
tus and mesquite brush plains in the west. 
He made several brief little car end talks 
and at those places where no stop was sched- 
uled he appeared to wave @ response to the 
cheers. At Hempstead the president spoke 
to several hundred pupils of the Prairie View 
colored state normal school, and at College 
Station addressed the students of the agri- 
ciffttural and mechanical college. 
President Taft during his stay in Texas has 
learned much of the rivalry among the cities 
of Dallas. San Antonio, and Houston as to 
which is really the largest and foremost city 
in the state, and he has had much fun in 
discussing the question in the three cities 
mentioned. At the fair grounds this after- 
noon he spoke about this rivalry. 
„I spoke of it in Houston this morning.“ 
he said, and it seemed to arouse a keen 
interest there. I found a similar spirit and 
feeling in San Antonio and I venture to say 
that it was wise in each city to suggest the 
subject and not reach a definite conclusion. 


Says Optimism Rules Texas. 
“That spirit of determination on the part 
of the citizens of Dallas that Dallas is bound 
to be the largest city In the state; that same 
determination in Heuston and in San An- 
tonio is sure to result in making one or the 
other the biggest and in making all impor- 
tant the development of this enormous state. 
“It seems to me I have traveled a million 
miles in Texas, and, although you have had 
a withering drought here, I do not find any- 
where any discontent, any kicking or dis- 
satisfaction, but in its place a determination 
not to sorrow over anything that is past, but 
to make the next crop the biggest in the his- 
tory of the state.”’ * 

The throng in the grand stand was restless 
and noisy. Those in the more remote sec- 
tions of the cavernous structure were en- 
deavoring constantly to get a better view 
of the president, and this resulted in con- 
tinuous confusion, noise, and shouts from 
those whose view had been obstructed. 


Discusses Postal Savings Banks. 

“J ought to have a voice like a steam 
whistle,’ said the president, to make my- 
self heard. I have a bad voice, but in order 
to express my appreciation of the expansive- 
ness of Texas, of the welcome I have had 
wherever I have gone, and the cordiality of 
your reception, I should strain every nerve 
and muscle of my body. 

“The progress of a state and of a nation 
is marked by the progress of scientific agri- 
culture. State fairs serve to stimulate sci- 
entific work of that character, and you can 
measure the importance and progressiveness 
of a state by the size and the interest the 
people take in their state fair.” 

The president has discussed posta! savings 
banks again in several recent speeches and 
again has expressed the hope that the bank- 
ing interests will withdraw their objections 
to the passage of such a bill. He declares 
that government institutions, paying 2 per 
cent, would interfere in no way wi'h the 
great savings banks paying 3 and 4 per cent. 
At Beeville, Tex., while the president was 
discuseing postal savings banks, there came 
a voice from the crowd: 

Where do you put your money, Bill?” 

Well,“ laughed the president in response, 
“I haven't much to put anywhere. When 
you have been in politics and public office as 
long as I have you won't have much, either.” 


Praise for College Boys, 

To the students of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical college today the president said: 
“After looking on you the thought that first 
comes to my mind is that they raise good men 
in Texas as well asa good many other things. 
“TI am glad to have this opportunity of 
seeing you. I am glad to be able to look into 
your faces and to congratulate you, on hav- 
ing an opportunity under dhe auspices of the 
state to learn or to get what is now called 
a vocational education. We have gone long 
steps ahead in the matter of education, and 
especially under state auspices, in teaching 
the young men something that is useful for 
them in after life; so that they can begin 
right away. 

To those who have time to indulge in a 
classical education it is all right, but there 
are many of us not so situated and many of 
use may well learn to accept the opportunity 
to go into engineering, into farming, into 
those things that we are going to do all the 
time. Now that is what you are doing, and 
I am sure you are improving every minute. 
If you are engaged in farming you don't 
have to go fartotryit. I have been through 
your state during the last week and if you 
will put the new processes with respect to 
irrigation and teclamation into force you will 
make a state that will be so big you won't 
know what to do with it.“

BUREAU IS IN SIT. LOUIS. 


More than Twenty-five Men in 
the Gang Are Now Under 
Surveillance. 


The existence and the location of the St. 
Louls headquarters of the white slavers who 
have been carrying on a systematic traffic 
in women between Chicago and the Missouri 
city, was learned yesterday by Attorney Clif- 
ford G. Roe in a confession from J. Harrins- 
ton who, following his arrest, told of his ov n 
connection with the procuring of girls and 
implicated others. 

Mr. Roe already has taken steps to get the 
help of the St. Louis police to apprehend 
the men who have been connected with the 
underground railway dy means of which 
girls were lured into south side resorts. He 
declares twenty-five or more men have been 
engaged in this one gang of women traffick- 
ers. 

From Harrington and from inmates of re- 
sorts Mr. Roe obtained evidence that the 
girls were brought directly to Chicago and 
placed in the Paris,“ 2101 Armour avenue; 
the “White City,.“ 2102 Dearborn street, 
both owned by Maurice Van Bever; and other 
places in the south side red light district. 

He learned also that Van Bever, who is now 
facing a charge of pandering, communicated 
with his agents in St. Louis under the names 
of Clark and Stanley. 


Gang Is Under Surveillance. 


Every avenue of communication between 
the Chicago and St. Louis agents and the 
resort keepers is under surveillance by men 
employed by Mr. Roe, and they will arrest 
any one who attempts to receive or send com- 
munications to the men concerned in the 
traffic. 

It was discovered that the white slavers 
have headquarters in Columbus, O.; Mem- 
phis, Tenn.; and New York from which cities 
girls are sent to Chicago accompanied 1 
agents of the resort owners. 

According to the story told by former in- 
mates of the Paris,“ all the girls were com- 
pelled to purchase every stitch of wearing ap- 
parel through the owner and from the men 
designated by him. They declared Van Bever 
endeavored to keep the girls in the place a! 
ways in debt, and then if they sought to 
leave would threaten to call for the police. 
One woman refused to be frightened, and a 
policeman was called. It is said he made 
her square her debt by saying he would take 
her to the police station if she refused again. 


One Girl Escapes Captors. 


Harrington confessed that he and Dick 
Tyler, a sort of manager for Var Bever. 
enticed Frankie Grace, Grace Davis, and 
“ Tootsie ’’ Thomas from St. Louis last Ju . 
Frankie Grace discovered the character of 
“the Paris“ and escaped the espionage of the 
keepers. She went to a friend she knew in 


back to St. Louis. 

“We have complete knowledge of the 
workings af the gang, said Mr. Poe. The 
men in St. Louls rounded up the gels, get- 
ting them principally from restaurants, 
dance halls, and department stores. They 
scraped up an acquaintance wit the young 
women and poured into their ears the pos- 
sibilities of making high wages at their 
various lines of work in Chicago. When 
the girls indicated they would like to 80 to 
Chicago they were taken to the Si Louis 
headquarters of the ring and there were in- 
troduced to ‘friends’ from Chicago, who 
knew just where to find the jobs for them 
which they wanted. 

The women were placed on trains in care 
of the Chicago agents and brought directly 
to the resorts. After their arriva! here they 
were not allowed outside of the resort un- 
accompanied for weeks. 

“ Tootsie Thomas is now facing a state 
charge of disorderly conduct. She wus 
spirited about from resort to resort in the 
levee district before our police eovid tind 
her. She was found hidden in a flat at Twen- 
tieth street and Wabash avenue.

Former Bartender Convicted. 


Mike Hart, a formen bartender at the 
Paris resort, who wap convicted on a 
pandering charge before Judge Newcomer 
yesterday, testified that he had helped to 
bring several girls to Chicago resorts from 
St. Louls. He admitted that one of them was 
Mollie Hart, his wife, who was sentenced to 
the bridewell ten days ago after convictic> 
on a pandering charge. 

Hart said he brought his wife to the “Paris” 
last April, and that Van Bever paid their car 
fare from St. Louis to Chicago. He as- 
serted that although the single fare between 
the two cities Is only $5.80, the resort keeper 
charged them up with $25 for railway fare, 
and they were compelled to pay him that 
amount. Hart was sentenced to ten months 
in the bridewell and to pay a fine of $300. 


ATTEMPTS TO EXTORT MONEY 
FOLLOWED BY ASSASSINATION. 


Wounded Italian Before His Death. 
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Says He Was Shot by Writers of 
Threatening Letters. 


Salvatore Pinello, who was found shot in 
the back Friday night, died early yesterday 
nn Passavant hospital. in an ante mortem 
statement he declared Salvercre and Stefano 
Uttida, brothers, had followed him to Chi- 
cagu from Streator, III., after they had writ- 
ten him intimidating letters demanding 
rooney. He said he was crosting an alley in 
Oak street, between Milto > avenue and 
Townsend street, when the Uttida brothers 
suddenly appeared on the scene. One of 
tem discharged a shotgun at him and both 
tier fled. 

Pinello, wounded im half a dozen places, wag 
found helpless a short time later and was 
rahen to the hospital. 

He said he came to the United States about 
a year ago, leaving his wife and two chil- 
dren in Italy. He obtained employment as 
a laborer on the Santa Fé railroad at Strea- 
tor, and soon afterwards the Uttida brothers, 
he said, began writing him threatening jet- 
ters demanding money. 

Fearing they would kill him, Pinello turned 
the letters over to the Streator police and ap- 
pealed to thera for protection. Later, he said, 
the Uttida brothers made several unsuccess- 
ful attempts to waylay him, and he then 
decided to leave the town and come to Chi- 
cago, hoping to escape them. His assailants 
were not caught.

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The first real land show ever given in this 
country will be THe TRIBUNE'S United States 
land and irrigation exposition.

The participation of the United States gov- 
ernment is on a large scale. Twelve thou- 
sand square feet of space will be occupied by 
government exhibits. Hourly lectures will 
be given in the Coliseum annex by speakers

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carried on in many states—lectures on the 
Yellowstone, Yosemite, Grand Cafion, good 
roads, forestry, and other interesting sub- 
jects. 


| Only One Land Crop.

TRIBUNE'S SHOW | 


ROTTEN RAILS CAUSE DEATH 


Report Is Made by Government 
Board After Investigation. 


FLAWS: RESULT IN WRECKS. 


But Manufacturers Are Said to Be 
Heeding Many Protests. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 23.—[Special.]— 
Many bad railroad wrecks have been caused 
by rotten rails which were rushed slap dash 
through the processes of manufacture in or- 
der to supply the overwhelming demand for 
railroad extension. 

This is the conclusion of the block signal 
and train control board appointed by the 
interstate commerce commission to report 
recommendations for the adoption of meth- 
ods and appliances that will tend to prevent 
railway wrecks. 

The board is preparing its report, which 
will be submitted to congress. 

As a result of its investigation the board 
has decided that the trouble experienced by 
railroads with steel rails was apparently dus 
to manufacturing faults, and not to the 
chemical composition of the steel used in 
the rails. 


Few Complaints Up to 1900. 

It was found that previous to 1900 rails 
were satisfactory to carriers and but few 
complaints were made against them and it 
also developed that up to 1900 the process 
of making rails was a longer one than that 
employed for several years thereafter. 

From the data gathered by the board it was 
found that beginning about 1900 the stand- 
ard of rails began to depreciate, so that by 
the end of 1907 complaints against the qual- 
ity of the rails furnished was made by rall- 
roads generally throughout the country. 
These complaints were so serious that it 
made the railmakers sit up and take notice, 
as the board has found that since 1908 the 
grade of rails furnished is nearly as high as 
that furnished up to 1900. 


Important Process Is Reduced. 
The board also found that in order to keep 
pace with the demand for rails, the makers 
reduced one process, which took from twenty 
to twenty-two minutes to nine minutes. This 


ROAD EXTENDED; 
DUETOIRRIGATION 


Over 100 Miles to Be Built by 
Burlington in Wyoming 
Next Year. 


THROUGH SERVICE PLAN. 


1,412,000 Acres Open to Irri- 
gation in the Big Horn 
Basin Country. 


As a part of a comprehensive scheme for 
the development of the irrigated lands in its 
territory, the Burlington railroad yesterday 
announced its intention of adding an addl- 
tional extension to the line now under con- 
struction south from Kirby, Wyo., through 
Thermopolis. 

The new fine will run east as far as Pow- 
der river, forming a connection with the 
Northwestern, and will emtrace 100 miles of 
railroad to be construcied next year. 

The decision to construct this line is the 
result of the rapid settle nent of land in 
the Big Horn Basin country, where there 
are within a radius of sixty miles over 1,412,- 
000 acres now open for irrigation, controlled 
by the government and private enterprises. 

The principal purpose of the line is to give 
a through southeastern connection of both 
freight and passenger service, affording com- 
petitive markets for the heavy increase in 
farm products which will be brought about 
by the completion of the Shoshone dam. 


Dam to Cost $6,750,000,

The Shoshone dam, which is the keystone

Une. 

Any advance in the lake and rall rates 
would naturally result in wiping out a part, 
if not all, of the present differential of the 
second class rail lines.

“So far as I am concerned,” continued this 
broad minded representative of the unpop- 
ular System,“ ‘“‘I am distinctly opposed 
to the organisation of any central bank, at 
any time and under any pretext, unless the 
actual control of the institution is retained 
in the hands of the United States govern- 
ment. The stock might be owned by the 
banks themselves or by individuals, but the 
total amount of profits should be limited and 
the surplus turned into the United States 
treasury. 

“The right of issuing notes would have 
to be a monopoly in the hands of the central 
bank, and treasury funds would have to be 
deposited with it, payments to be made by 
check, so that the surplus funds of the gov- 
ernment would never be withdrawn from 
the channels of trade. To safeguard the 
people in these functions and to make it cer- 
tain that the rediscount of commercial paper 
and issue of notes against that paper was 
conducted honestly and fairly to everybody, 
the control of the government is indispensa- 
ble. Any central bank managed on any 
other theory will be a failure from theout- 
set, and neither the Standard Oil com 
nor any other corporation could efford to 
control such a bank for a minute. Further- 
more, there would not be the profit in the 
central bank which would justify such con- 
trol, and the talk about controlling the 
credits of the country is absurd, because, the 
credits of the United States are too vast to 
be handled by any aggregation of capital, 
however powerful. 

„Finally,“ said this Standard Oil repre- 
sentative, whose position as such, I repeat, 
is beyond question, “ Iwould see to it that 
the government representatives on the board 
of directors were of such a class and of such 
high character that their mere presence in 
that capacity would be a guarantee of the 
honesty and the neutrality of the institu- 
tion.”’

Anti-Saloon League Man Inti 
mates Government Statis- 
ties Are Misleading. 


Just as the campaign in the southern part 
of the state is closing, in which the prohibi- 
tionists and anti-saloon leaguers have been 
particularly active in preaching their cause 
Levy Mayer returned to Chicago from the 
annual stockholders’ meeting of the Distill- 
ers’ Securities company, and issued a state- 
ment in which he quoted. figures to uphold 
his contention that the prohibition wave has 
crested and is now subsiding. 

James K. Shields, president of the anti-ta- 
loon. league read the statement, and called 
It bunk.” He later attempted to elucidate 
the matter by explaining that Mr. Mayer's 
statement evidently was intended to be used 
as a campaign document, and is issued at this 
time so the prohibitionists will not have time 
to refute it. * 

Those flgures quoted by Mr. Mayer were 
published three ‘Or four months ago, said 
Mr. Shields.

Mr. Mayer presented in support of his state- 
ment, the withdrawals of whisky during 1909, 
as recorded by the internal revenue depart- 
ment, were larger than at any previous time 
in the history of the country. 

Every gallon of alcohol and whisky that 
is manufactured in the United States is pro- 
duced in the presence and in the custody of 
the government officers,”’ said Mr. Mayer. 
„Not a single gill cafi be withdrawn with- 
out the government’s consent and without a 
written entry on government books. The 
reason is that the law requires the payment of 
an internal revenue tax of $1.10 a gallon on 
whisky and $2.20 a gallon on pure alcohol.

CONCOCTS ASK CHANCE FOR PUPILS. 


Opinion Is That Boys Should Be Fitted 
to Work. 


Peoria, IM., Oct. 23.—[{Special. ]—The crink- 
ling of bills in the coat sleeve of James Ma- 
han, aged 25, might agent for the American 
Express company at the Union depot, when 
grasped by a detective who suspected 
Mahan's perfidy, led to the confession by the 
agent of a plot tosteal $4,000 early today. 

Mahan declares that an impulse to get @ 
large sum of money in any manner he could 
impelled him to take $4,000 from the safe and 
then originate a fake holdup story. 

After sewing $1,000 in bills in the lining of 
his coat sleeves and scattering the remainder 
of the stolen plunder about in obscure places 
throughout the depot he called up the police 
and declared that he had been held up at the 
point of a revolver and robbed of the morey. 

Detectives Wombacher, Kunst, and Ryan 
answered the call of assistance sent to head- 
quarters by Patrolmen Evoy and Skinner, 
and it was during their investigation of the 
alleged holdup that Detective Wombacher 
had oocasion to grasp Mahan by the arm. 

Mahan was thrown on his back on the floor 
and stripped of his outer clothing and the 
money discovered. Mahan then broke down 
and confessed to the officers. 

Leading them from one end of the build- 
ing to the other the agent pointed out where 
he had hidden the remaining $3,000. All but 
$10 of the $4,000 stolen was recovered by the 
detectives. 

Mahan admitted that he had opened two 
packages, one of $3,000 and the other of 
$1,000. He disposed of the wrappers in a 
lavatory. and could not tell the police where 
the money was addressed to. 

Mahan was brought to the police station 
and locked up in a cell by himself, and this 
morning und rent a three hours’ griiling 
at the hands of State’s Attorney Scholes, 
Chief of Police Rhoades, the detectives who 
arrested him, and the officials of the Amer- 
ican Express company in this city. 

A warrant was issued, charging him with 
embezziement . 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—The social and 
industrial life in the United States demands 
that industrial education for rich and pocr 
alike be democratized This conclusion was 
reached by many prominent leaders of work- 
ingmen and industrial educators addressing 
the American Federation of Labor's commit- 
tee on industrial education today. 

Suggesting that European countries were 
far ahead of the United States in thꝭ matter 
of fitting young girls and boys for a trade. 
Charles F. Richards of New York, originator 
of the National Society for the Promotion of 
Industrial Education. argued that the com- 
mittee should fight for a plan that would re- 
lieve the American schoolboy of the confus- 
ing plight of not knowing what to do when 
turned away from the school. 

He declared that more than one-fourth of 
the boys left the public schools in New York 
before graduation because they were sick 
of it." This he regarded as an appalling fact. 
due to the lack of industrial training which 
they were forced to acquire elsewhere. 

In the schools, he said, there should be 
injected practical constructive work that 
would fit the pupil for his future career. He 
deprecated the fear which he said existed 
that trade schools would flood the labor 
market, and said that this phase of the ques- 
tion was only subordinate to the big issue of 
extending industrial education. 

Vice President James Duncan of the feder- 
ation strongly indorsed the proposition of 
introducing industrial training into the last 
grades of the grammar schools. The courses 
of instruction, he asserted, now developed 
children too much along professional lines, 
so that a youth with an inclination for me- 
chanical pursuits often was turned out a 
‘* misfit,” because his mind had been de- 
veloped along the wrong line. This view 
found favor with a large number of labor 
leaders. who expressed themselves as beliey- 
ing that the best solution of the problem was 
the teaching of more technical courses in the 
common schoois.

FINNS GOOD CUSTOMERS OF U.S, 


This Country Has Vital Interest 
in Russia’s Policy. 


COUNTRY TAXED HEAVILY. 


Diet May Refuse to Undertake Task of 
Raising Money. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HELSINGFGRS, Oct. 23.—The curtailment 
of Finnish indépendence, which this week's 
events clearly indicate as the policy of the 
Russian government, possesses more than 
an academic and sentimental interest for the 
United States. Outside of trade circles it 
probably is unknown to the average man that 
Finland is, excluding the United Kingdom, 
| the second largest buyer of American goods 
in Europe. Every year tha imports more 
than 400 000 sacks of flour, and this year is 
expected to touch the 500,000 mark. As each 
sack contains 226% pounds, the respectable 
total of 116,250,000 pounds ts reached. 

This, however, is not the limit of American 
interest in Finland, as large quantities of 
agricultural machinery, mill machines, 
shoes, motors, locomotives, and office lines, 
not to mention bicycles, automobiles and 
domestic hardware, are imported. 


$20,000,000 Not Too High. 

Tt is difficukt to get the exact figures, as 
goods for Finland too often are thrown in 
with some Scandinavian agency,,or the goods 
come via Germany, with the American name- 
plates removed in Hamburg. Twenty mil- 
jion dollars is not too high a figure at which 
to put American exports to this country. 

It confidently may be stated that this 
amount will be reduced by at least thres- 
quarters if the Russian government proceeds 
to extremes in dealing with the Finns. Re- 
cent happenings strongly lead to the belief 
thet such policy is about to he carried 
through. 

The czar imposed contributions on Fin- 
land of $2,000,000, raising annually by $200,- 
000 until the annual total fs $4,000,000. Im- 
mediate payment of $4,000,000 is ordered to 
cover the years 1908 and 1900. The same 
edict finaly refuses the claim of Finland to a 
separate army, as allowed by her constitu- 
tion.

The papers, graveled for all ascertainable 
news, seized eagerly this unequaled oppor- 
tunity for traveling in the land of conjecture, 
and every hour brought some new and more 
foolish report.

Of course, Licoyd-George had not resigned; 
had not the least intention of resigning. 
Why should he at the moment when he is 
the most popular figure in the imagination of 
the masses, and when everything is going his 
way? The one thing certain is that the king 
is seriously disturbed by the turn things are 
taking, and that he is doing his best to pre- 
vent the breaking out of that fierce fight be- 
tween the houses of lords and commons, the 
end of which no man can foresee. 

His position I have already explained more 
than once. Shortly, here itis again: If the 
budget should be rejected, there would be ag 
appeal to the country. That appeal, ever 
body believes, would result in a Liberai ma- 
jority. Some say a small some think a big, 
majority. Personally, I think it would bea 
substaatial majority. 


Fight Lords’ Veto Power. 

The Liberals would take good care to make 
the house of lords an issue as much, if not 
moi e, than the budget; and a verdict of the 
country in their favor would therefore im- 
pose upon therm the duty of proposing in the 
fit session of the new parliament a biil for 
transforming the absolute veto of the house 
of lords into a merely suspensory vote. 
Trat is to say, the house of lords would have 
the right of rejecting a measure only once 
iu the same parliament. If the measure was 
sent up again to the house of lords by the 
house of commons the house of lords would 
have to accept it. 

Of course such a bill, after a bitter peg 
sonal election, would be passed with a wild 
wloop by the Liberals if they were in the 
majority. Equally, of course, it would be 
rejected by the house of lords, and there 
and then comes the deadlock. 

There is only one solution in such a con- 
tangency. It ig that the king should be asked 
by the Liberal prime minister to create so 
Many new peers as would convert the present 
majority in the houes of lords into a minor- 
ity. 


Situation of 1832 Repeated. 

It is the first time that an English king 
and an English premier have had to face 
such a deadlock. In 1832 the house of lords 
was determined to reject the reform bill— 
tne bill which put an end to the rotten bor- 
ough systen—and it was only restrained 
from doing so by the announcement that if 
they persisted William IV., then king, would 
allow of the creation of as many new peers 
as would have swamped the existing major- 
ity. The mere threat on that occasion had 
the desired result, and the mere threat may 
have the same result now. 

There is this difference, however, between 
the situation in 1882 and the situation now: 
In 1832 the Tories were in the majority, but 
the Liberals formed a strong minority. 
Today there are some forty Liberals out of 
some 618 members in the house of lords.

That is the reason why Redmond and the 
Irish party are also anxious for an immediate 
general election. They know that if the 
house of lords question were settled, home 
rule would be one of the first and earliest 
results. The present house of commons is A 
home rule house of commons. There are not 
more than 170 opponents of home rule out o: 
670 members of the house of commons, yat 
nome rule is not only not passed, but is not 
even proposed, for the simple reason that 
everybody knows that the house of lords in 
its present form would reject any such bill, 
‘and that, on the other hand, many gections of 
pinion. which support the government would 
be antagonized if the ministry spent a whole 
session of parliament in passing a bill which 
everybody knew would not be allowed to be- 
come law by the house of lords. 


Irish Will Gain Power. 

The great inducement of the Irish party, be- 
aides to try and force an early general elec- 
tion, is the certainty that in the next house 
of commons the Irish party is bound to have 
@ great, if not, a dominating position. A 
slight study of the figures in the present 
house of commons will make this clear. This 
is the present state of parties in the house 
ot commons: There are 367 Liberal mem- 
bers; there are 166 Unionists. Separate, but 

usually acting with the Liberals, there are 
fifty-four labor men. There are finally eighty- 
one Irish Nationalists. 

Now, it is expected by the Unionists that 
they will win a hundred seats. This would 
reduce the Liberals to 267 and increase the 
Tories to 266; or, in other words, make a tie 

; between the two great parties. Few people 
think that the Unionists can win so many 
seats, but I am assuming the worst that can 
happen to the Liberals and the best that can 

happen to the Unionists. There remain, then, 
the labor and the Irish vote to hold the bal- 

i gnce between the two parites. The labor 
party may be considerably reduced, say by 
thirteen votes. That would raise the Union- 
ists up to 279, and adding the forty labor 
members left io the Liberals, that would 
bring the Liberals up to 307,.or a majority 
ever the Unionists of twenty-eight. 

This would be a doubtful majority in any 
case, for the independent labor section of the 
labor party is always more or less in revolt 
agalnst the Liberal party. But, even sup- 
posing all these different forces were to act 
together, it is scarcely necessary to point 
out that the eighty-one Irish votes could 
easily transform a majority of twenty-eight 
up to the big majority of 100, or down toa 
minority of fifty-three. 


Tory Victory Greater Aid. 

Of course, if the Unionists win fewer seats 
than 100, say 80, the Liberal majority would 
ve greater, but there can be no combination 
fp which the 81 Irish votes would not be in a 
position to place the Liberal ministry in 
either a good majority or a poor minority. 
It will be seen, then, what a tremendous 


power the Irish party must be in the next 
~ parliament, if the Liberals be again returned 


to power. 
They would be even a stronger power if the 
Tories should be returned. If the Tories got 
a majority at all it must be a small one. It, 
is the universal experience of Irish poli- 
ticlans that there is no ministry from which 
an Irish party can win more valuable con- 
> cessions than a Unionist ministry, which is 
‘dependent for its existence on the Irish vote, 
largeh because a Tory ministry can secure 
the assent of the house of lords to any meas- 
ure they pass. 
If the Liberals be returned the Irish vote, 
added to the Labor, can give to them a ma- 
jority of 100 for any measure of reform of 
the house of lords, and 100 of a majority is 
quite sufficient to carry any reform. It is 
much bigger than the majority by which re- 
‘form has usually been carried in England, 

and “as I have already pointed out, the re- 

form of the house of lords means the eamly 
passage of a big home rule bill. It will be 
deen, then, that there has rarely, if ever, 
‘been an election in the result of which Ire- 
land is so deeply interested as that which 
*' seems to be coming in England. Ireland has 
„gained her big chance. 


° Gossip Busy with Politics. 


© Gossips in English newspapers must not be 
taken too seriously any more than in other 
“papers, especially in times of polMtical ex- 
Veitement. If one were to belieev all one reads 
uin the London or other papers during this 
» week, strange things have been happening. 
It is known to everybody that the king 
is much against the rejection of the budget 
by the house of lords. He is a sensible man 
who has had immensé experience of all sides 
of English life, including that shady side 
‘ which is to be found on the racecourse, and 
| therefore he understands what an ugly fel- 
low the Englishman can prove himself to be 
when he is worried and irritated beyond a 
certain point. 
He knows also that when the spirit of rev- 
} olution begins it is hard to know where it 
| is going to end. He doesn't like the alterna- 
tive of allowing the Liberals to flood the 
house of lords with four to five hundred new 
Peers or of refusing to do so and then at- 
| tracting to his own devoted head all the popu- 
lar Mghtning which had been playing around 
the heads of the peers. As he himself is said 
to have put it in private conversation he 
„does not want to be the only hereditary thing 
left in England. 
Cannot Bring a Compromige. 
All this is true about the position of the 
: King, but. mixed with this is a lot of irrele- 
vant and unfounded gossip. It is not true 
of course, that so cautious a sovereign would 
, attempt anything which might be regarded 
„and represented as unconstitutional. He 
would not, for instance, advise Asquith to 
make concessions to Balfour with a view 
' of a compromise. Asquith dare not do so if 
‘ be wanted to, and whether the king advised 
im to or not. 
The Liberals are now so full of fight. de- 
, ance, and anger that their word is No 
, compromise,’ and if Asquith was even sus- 
‘ pected of an attempt at compromise he 
\ would be thrown out of the leadership and 
_ Lieyd George or Winston Churchill would 
become the dominating force. 
The truth is the lords have gone just a bit 
+ too far even Yor the patient John Bull. Their 
rejection with insult of so many Liberal 
bills, their defiance of the big Liberal ma- 
jority sent from the polls after the last elec- 
’ tion, their mistake in even talking of such 
@n audacious and revolutionary proposal as

a budget so popular—all these things have 
roused the angry devil that lurks scmewhere 
underneath the apparently somnolent form 
ort John Bull, and every Liberal in the coun- 
try accordingly calls out for battle.

The reasons for this appeal to the con- 
stituencies fh January next or a week or two 
later are obvious from the radical point of 
view. It is certain that the budget is much 
more popular now than it will be some months 
hence. The carouse is pleasanter during the 
dinner than when the bill is brought in to be 
paid. . 
Furthermore there is really no work for the 
Liberal government left to do unless work 
which is certain to bring more disrepute than 
political benefit. If the ministry face another 
session of parliament it is clear that it will 
have to fulfill its pledges to Wales by bring- 
ing in a Welsh disestablishment bill. But 
everybody knows that a Welsh disestablish- 
ment bill will be rejected by the house of 
lords, and nobody outside of Wales will feel 
any such keen interest in a struggle over a 
Welsh disestablishment bill as to make such 
action on the house of lords resented in the 
same way as such an outrageous thing as the 
rejection of the budget would be. 


Country Would Protest Waste. 

And the more probable result would be that 
the country would resent the conscious and 
foredoomed wastegof time of which the min- 
istry had been guilty in giving a whole par- 
Hamentary session to the operation of plow- 
ing the sands —a phrase used by Asquith 
some years ago; and since become part of the 
political terminology of English politics, 

The onlt¥ other project which the govern- 
ment has in contemplation is insurance. In- 
surance is a subject which demands imme- 
diate treatment and drastic treatment in 
England; demands it even more than it did 
in American when the insurance scandals of 
some few years ago were brought out. For 
the poor are great insurers in England; pay 
high rates; and are in every way best 

But after all, insurance is not an inspiring 
or popular topic; it is certainly not one on 
which a constitutional crisis could be pre- 
voked; for, of course, the house of lords 
would accept any proposal made by the house 
of commons on such a subject. And in the 
meantime the government might have 
brought down on its heads the mighty bat- 
talions represented by the small insurance 
agents throughout the country. 


Fight Due Over Insurance. 

What a potent force that is may be judged 
from the fact that one big insurance corpora- 
tion is said to have no fewer than 4,000 
agents; and the 40,000 agents working on 
small policy holders to the number of mil- 
lions would be a formidable force indeed 
against the ministry in case it put into the 
insurance bills anything which was antag- 
onistic to the company’s interests 

The situation, then, is that ths ministry 
cannot gain any credit by having another 
session of parliament. On the other hand, if 
the members go to the country now on top of 
the most popular budget ever produced, they 
may win not a gigantic but a satisfactory 
majority. 

They can also bring to an issue that 
struggle which ought no longer to be delayed 
between the powers of the house of commons 
and the house of lords. It is ridiculous post- 
poning that struggle any longer If the 
gigantic majority which the people returned 
at the last general election can be degraded 
as it has been by the house of lords, then 
there is little use in the people electing a 
liberal government at all. 


Ireland Bobs Into Prominence. 


It is needless to say where the Irish party 
stands in this controversy. One of the curi- 
osities of the present struggle is the way in 
which Ireland suddenly has beem remember: ea 
by the English politicians, especially of the 
Unionist side. Ireland has a knack of sud- 
denly bobbing in this way when everybody 
has agreed to forget it. 

Redmond's manifesto to the Irish people 
of America and the friends of Ireland in 
all races has acted for the moment as the 
necessary reminder of Irelands continued 
and persistemt existence. His frank avowal 
that the house of lords is the only obstac'e 
to home rule is a fact so palpable tha: 
its restatement ought not to be regarded as 
anything extraordinary. 

But Redmond’s message has been recei red 
with a owl partly of delight and partly of 
apprehension by the Unionist politicians, and 
still more by the Unionist newspapers 
throughout England. All Unionists are sol- 
emnly adjured to pay attention to the state- 
ment; are appealed to in every tone to rally 
round the house of lords as the one bulwark 
of the empire against Irish treason; and soon. 

What is perhaps more remarkable and cer 


"tainly more satisfactory is that the Liberal 


party leaders have taken the cue given by 
Redmond quite as readily, Within a few 
hours of its appearance Winston Churchill. 
making a speech at the National Liberal clutg 
the headquarters of militant Liberalism, went 
out of his way to call for the bestowal on 
Ireland of the same generous measure of 
self-government as had been attended wita 
such magniflcent results in the Transvaal. 

At the same moment Chief Secretary Birrell 
speaking among his constituents in Bristol, 
declared amid loud Liberal cheers that the 
time had come when Ireland should be al- 
lowed to manage her own affairs. 


Lords Fight Home Rule. 


But here again it is quite useless for the 
Liberal ministry to propose a home rule bill 
so long as the house of lordg preserves its 
present powers. It would certainly throw 
out any such measure. Thus it comes to pass 
that the house of lords remains for Ireland 
a question of importance, as momentous, 
perhaps more moméntous, than for England. 

Redmond is right; everybody knows he is 
right; and this is why the Irish party will 
press forward by every means in their power 
the demand for an early appeal to the coun- 
try and for the removal of the veto of the 
house of lords. Home rule would be passed in 
the present house of commons by more than 
a majority of three hundred if there were no 
house of lords. It is won already among the 
masses of the English people. 

Finally never has the Irish party had a task 
more difficult than in the momentous ses- 
sion which is now drawingtoaclose. On the 
one hand, the Irish party had to fight fora 
land bill, the passage of which in its original 
shape would be one of the most magnificent 
acts of emancipation ever passed in the 
British parliament;. and it was impossible 
for them by any act on their part to endanger 
the passage of that great measure. : 


Calumny Started by Factions. 


But. on the other hand, there was a budget 
which in its original shape, brought down on 
Treland heavy and even intolerable burdens. 
In such a complex and perilous situation 
loyal supporters of the party trusted to its 
wisdom, tact, and courage to find a way out. 
On the other hand, the ever vigilant forces 
of disruption thought they had found their 
opportunity; and they began a campaign of 
calumny and of insidious attack. 

Well, the fight on the budget is almost 
over: and the policy of judicious negotiation 
has been crowged with a splendid victory. 
There were the following objections to the 
budget from the Irieh point of view: 

First, the gigantic whisky tax; that had 
not been removed. Second, a duty on the 
transfer of land; that might have been op- 
pressive in a land where there were 200,000 
small proprietors of land; and there will soon 
be 200.000 more. That grievance has been re- 
moved by an amendment which frees from 
any such increased duty all transactions up 
to $2,500; which means all transactions, such 
as the body of small farmers in Ireland are 
likely to make. 


Agricultural Lands Are Freed. 


Third, there was another land tax which 
might again strike the hundreds of thousands 
of small peasant proprietors; Lloyd-George 
has met the difficulty by freeing all agricul- 
tural land genuinely worked by farmers from 
any new taxation. 

Finally there was the most difficult case 
of all: the case of the small publicans as we 
call them in Ireland; of the saloonkeepers at 
you call them in America. Lloyd-George's 
budget put on these small publicans a tex 
so enormous that thousands of them would 
have been ruined. The Irish party made a 
desperate fight; the publicans came to them 
in distraction and terror, seeing the livelihood 
of themselves and their families destroyed: 
and the organ of the faction howled against 
the Irish party because they had not joined 
the Tories and made irreconcilable and indis- 
criminate war on the budget. 

Meantime Redmond and his colleagues 
said nothing—worked night and day; held in-

DOWAGER’SBURIAL 
TO COST MILLION 


Body of the Great Woman of 
China Still Lies in One 
of the Palaces. 
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MADE RICH BY EXTORTION 


Some People Think She Was an 
Angel, Others Sure She 
Was Demon. 
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dowager gathered her strength and rose up, 
saying: 

“You officials think you can humbug me 
because I am old. Verily, I think ...e time for 
your death has arrived.“ 

Such is one view of this great ruler’s char- 
acter. On the other hand, Miss Carl, who 
wrote a book giving her experiences in paint- 
ing the empress dowager's portrait, says that 
she was kind and sweet and good. Mrs, Con- 
ger, the wife of our former minister, speaks 
of her as a scholar and an artist, and there are 
many who will tell you that the charges of 
her being an assassin are false and malicious. 
I know the story about her being a slave girl 
is untrue. She came from one of the beast of 
the Mdnchu families. Her father was Duke 
Chao, a military man, who was beheaded 
after she had married Emperor Hsien-Feng. 


How Pu Yi Became Emperor. 

Theer is no doubt that she was true to her 
friends, and that Pu Yi is now on the throne 
is a living evidence of that trait of her cbar- 
acter. The inside story of how this baby be- 
came emperor is yet to be told. One of the 
highest officlals gave me the bones of the 
matter as we chatted together last night. 
Said he: 

It had its birth in the coup d'état of 1598. 
Kwang Su, the young emperor, had entered 
upon his course as an imperial reformer, and 
had planned to put the great empress dowa- 
ger out of the way. In company with his ad- 
visers. Kang Yu Weh and others, he bad 
planned to have her majesty and her most in- 
fluential officials executed. For this purpose 
he commanded Yuan Shit Kai, who then had 
charge of the only modern army ‘in the em- 
pire, consisting of about 5,000 well driiled 
troops, to come to Peking. 

As Yuan knelt before him in the palace, the 
emperor ordered him to march his army to 
Tientsin and slaugher Gen. Yung Lu, the 
great dowager’s friend. After that Yuan was 
to march on to Peking, surround the imperial 
palace, and capture the empress dowager her- 
self. Gen. Yung Lu was the viceroy of Tient- 
sin, and as such was commander in chief of 
the army of which Yuan Shih Kai was the 
general. Yu@n bowed low as the emperor 
gave him these orders, and then begged tLat 
the command might be put in writing. This 
the emperor refused, saying that a verbal or- 
der from him was good enough, whereupon 
the Chinese general acceded and left. 


Reveals the Plot. 

“As Yuan Shih Kai started back to his 
army, which was near Ttentsin, he began to 
reflect on the respective ability and forces of 
the emperor and empress dowager, and de- 
cided in favor of the latter. He went to Gen. 
Yung Lu and revealed the plot. Yung Lu at 
once took a special train and came to Peking. 
He drove out at night to the summer palace, 
where the great dowager was living, and be- 
fore daybreak she had raised an army of her 
eunuchs and servants and sent them to 
Peking and made the emperor captive. Her 
majesty then declared that he was not fit to 
rule, and made him send out an edict begging 
her again to take the throne. He was then 
confined in a building in the middle of a lake 
inside the Forbidden city, and he had no mere 
power to the day of his death. 

„In the meantime, the old empress dow- 
ager did not forget her good friends Yuan 
Shih Kai and Yung Lu. Yuan Shih Kal at 
once became the most influential man in the 
empire, and he remained such until the great 
dowager died. He has since been disgraced, 
but he has many friends, and may again come 
to the front. 

„As to Gen. Yung Lu, the dowager reward- 
ed him by making his daughter empress, and 
his grandson the ruler of China. 


Tells of a Vision. 

*“‘ There is a pretty story in connection with 
this. According to it the empress dowager 
said to Yung Lu: 

I have just had a vision in which I have 
seen your descendants on the imperial throne, 
and 1 think the vision is bound to come true. 
Here is Prince Chun, the brotner of the em- 
peror, and the most likely scion of the im- 
perial line. Now you have a daughter of the 
right age for marriage. We will join her with 
Prince Chun, and the first son shall be Kwang 
Su’s successor. Yung Lu gladly acceded. The 
two were married, an dthe baby, Emperor Pu 
Yi, was the fruit of their union. Just before 
the old dowager died she wrote the ecict 
carrying out her part of the contract with 
Yung Lu, and thereby his baby ¥randson bas 
ascended the throne.“ 

The last hours of the great empress were 
full of terrible pain. According to etiquette, 
the doctors dared not touch her and could 
not experiment to find out her disease. I am 
told they watched her on their knees and saw 
her struggle and fight as death came on. The 
edicts sent out by her gave but little idea of 
her illness. Nevertheless, they are pathetic. 


Describes Her Symptoms. 
Here is one that was published the middle 


death: 
From the beginning of autumn our health 


has been poor. The officials and governors of 
every province have been ordered to send us 
physicians, but their prescriptions have not 
avafied. Now the negative and positive ele- 
ments in us are failing. We have ailments ex- 
‘ternal and internal. Our breast is stopped up, 
our stomach rebellious, our back and legs 


7 | painful; our appetite failing. Upon moving 


our breath fails and there is coughing and 
panting. Besides, we have chills and fever. 
Sleep is far from our eyes, and the strength 
of our body is failing. The viceroys, gover- 
nors, and generals are urged to send us physi- 
cians, and any who succeed in aiding us will 
receive special grace.“ 

The edict was sent out and a new corps of 
doctors brought in. They likewise failed, and 
other edicts, which were published about 
three days later, stated that they were de- 
graded and would work for some time in 
the future without pay as a punishment. 

During her last days her majesty lived 
almost entirely upon.woman’s milk. She had 
a large corps of wet nurses and went back 
to the customs of her babyhvod for nour- 
ishment. This is a common prescription for 
members of the imperial f-mily. 

During my stay in Pekin I have had chats 
with many who knew the great dowager. 
kh remember a conversation with one of her 
ladies-in-waiting, a Chinese girl who speaks 
excellent English. She represents the em- 
press as having been a bluffer and as know- 
ing how to play of|one party or Man against 
another. She was dictatorial and made her 
ladies dress as an understudy to herself. 
She would say along toward evening: 

“I intend to wear a red costume on the mor- 
row, and on the day. following alli the girls 
must appear in red.“ 

The next day the order would be for yel- 
low, or perhaps green, and the court lady 
who came in wearing the wrong color was 
punished. 

When in her prime her majesty was rather 
fine looking. During her last days her face 
was drawn awry from a stroke of paralysis. 
This can be seen in some of the photographs 
which I have been able to secure in Pekin. 
Her majesty objected to being photographed, 
and she would not permit photographers to 
con into the palace. However, one of the 
coum ladies who had been as the 
daughter of the Chinese minister to Paris 
brought in a camera’ and made some pic- 
tures. In some way the plates fell into the 


likenesses of her majesty were sold over 
Pekin. When this was known the girl who 
owned the camera was and her 
family disgraced. Sy

fond of pretty things and that she had great 
artistic taste.

left foreign capitals indifferent. But the

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al! these outrages, after a fair trial, has led 


to popular disturbances all over Europe and 
to expressions of disapproval from people 
who would have been the first to clamor for 
the death of Ferrer had the crimes for which 
he was responsible been perpetrated in their 
own countries and in their native cities. 

Had the atrocities of which the anarchists 
rendered themselves guilty some weeks ago

This strange and inconsequent attitude on 
the part of so many American citizens and 
newspapers is attributable to a failure to 
understand the real facts of the case.

Monday—On looking out this morning it is 
apparent that we have reached the Yellow 
sea, for on every side is the yellow, muddy 
water brought down by the great Yangtee 
river. No land is in sight as yet, although at 
| 9 o’clock we take on board the pilot, but at 10 
‘ o'clock the well wooded shore of the south 
side of the river may be made out. The 
water now, as we approach land, becomes 

more and more yellow and seems almost of 
the consistency of thin mud. The day is raw 

and cold, with a fine rain and mist shutting 
out faraway views; overcoats arein demand. 

On every side of us are many big junks, with 
big brown saila and other evidences of 

commerce. 

At 2 o'clock our journey of 800 miles is at 

an end and we are transferred to small 

| tenders in the roadatead of Woosung and 

| begin a twelve mile journey up the Whang- 
poo river to Shanghai. 

The journey takes us two hours and it is a 
cold and disagreeable ride. We pass several 
big ships and many big, imposing looking 
buildings suggestive of wealth, power, and 
commerce. 


Rickshaws to Astor House. 

As our tender came alongside the wharf 
we were met by Chinese representatives of 
the hotels, who assisted us in getting our 
baggage ashore, where, after a perfunctory 
customs examination, it followed us by rick- 
, Shaw to the Astor house. This hotel has 
| neither the commanding position nor the 


architectural features of some of the famous 
| eastern hotels, but it is exceedingly com- 
' gortable and apparently well managed. In 
Manila it would easily outrank every other 
hotel. 

The road from the boat landing to the hotel 
is along a great stone embankment by the 
river’s edge, passing European bulldings, 
while the street itself is packed with a vari- 
egated mass of humanity which makes its 
way amongst modern looking street cars, 
innumerable rickshaws, or shaws, as they 
are called here, and wheelbarrows. 


On Famous Nanking Road.

Judge’s Order Will Bar Women 
from Murder Case Hearings. 


PRESS ATTACKS SLAYER. 


“Tragic Widow’’ Draws Fire of Pa- 
risian News Writers. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, Oct. 23.—It seems certain that 
women spectators will be refused admittance 
to the trial of Mme Steinheil for the murder 
of her husband and her mother, which begins 
on Nov. 3. The announcement of this de- 
cision has been made by the presiding judge 
in such a manner as to indicate finality. 
Interest in the “tragic widow.” as she is 
called by the Parisian press, has been re- 
vived by the illegal publication in two or 
three leading journals of the entire text of 
the act of accusation prepared by the pros- 
ecutor, a document equivalent to the indict- 
ment in Anglo-Saxon courts. The news- 
papers in question will be cited to answer to 
contempt charges, their proprietors will pay 
cheerfully a fine of $100 or so, and when an- 
other occasion arises of serving the public 
so weil will unhesitatingly embrace it. 
The act of accusation has been drawn with 
wonderful ability and it has made a powerful 
impression. Some of the editors say it in- 
sures the conviction of the brilliant woman 
whose strange career has been interwoven 
with so much that concerned until recently 
the inuer workings of the republic. 


Editor Attacks the Woman. 

Henri Rochefort is of this opinion. He says 
the improbability and the Imbecillty of the 
explanations of the sinister circumstances 
which Mme. Steinheil has invented are start- 
lingly obvious. It is to be remarked, he adds. 
that the more wicked a woman is the more 
stupid she is. Then he charges that Mme. 
Steinheil still enjoys a secret protection 
without which her life ere this would have 
paid the forfeit of ber crimes. 

There is no punishment sufficiently orfen- 
tal in its crueity,”’ he says, for this infa- 
mous person. She deserves to be thrown to 
the lions of Muley Hafid.

Steinheil, however, in spite of the 
imposing nature of her arraignment, is said 
to be preparing a valiant defense For three 
months in her cell in the prison of St. Lazare 
she has studied minutely all the documents 
pertaining to the case against her, said to 
number about 8 000. annotating them for the 
guidance of her attorney, Maitre Anthony 
Aubin.

The streets are nar- 
rower and on every side one sees greater 
evidence of poverty and distress, Rag sellers 
abound, and about the few interesting places 
of thecity are many beggars The two sights 
of the old city which were of interest to me 
were the mandarin’s garden and a famous 
tea house. 

The mandarin’s garden really its a club- 
house to whic. strangers are courteously 
admitted. The grounds are beautifully kept, 
and in a little artificial rock pavilion we were 
offered a delicious cup of tea. 

But more interesting than the garden lis the 
tea house, the so-called willow pattern tea 
house, which stands in the center of a tiny 
lake, the water of which apparently has not 
been changed in recent times; it is approched 
by several zigzag bridges, thus evil spirits, 
which can only travel straight paths, cannot 
approach the pavillon Inside are several! 
dealers in Chinese curios and antiquities, 
each sitting behind a little table upon which 
are spread his wares. 


On the Yellow Sea. 


Wednesday.—The plan which I formed in 
Hongkong was to have left Shanghai yes- 
terday by steamer up the Yangtse to Hankow 
and thence by train to Peking. I learned 
on arrival in Shanghai, however, that 
the time of the weekly fast train from Han- 
kow to Peking had been cnanged and that 
this would necessitate a delay of several days 
in Hankow. Pressed for time, it seemed best 
to leave for Peking by steamer, and so it is 
that I am at sea again, having left Shanghai 
this mornings on the British ship Fengtien, 
with three passengers. Tonight we are travel- 
ing over the Yellow sea. The weather is cold 
and rainy and thoroughly disagreeable, and 
our little boat pitches and rocks and creaks 
in a most unpleasant way. 

Friday.—All day yesterday the cold wind 
and rain continued, but early this morning 
we rounded Shantung promontory and again 
came into splendid sunshine. Nearby we 
could see the surf breaking heavily upon the 
rocks, rising up out ofa yellow sea. 

At 8 o’clock we anchored off Weil-hai-wei, 
where mails are sent ashore. From our ship 
we could see long rows of drab brick houses 
along the water front, and also signs of a 


fort. 
Cold Night at Sea. 

Saturday.—All night we tossed and pitched 
and rolled about in the Gulf of Pe-chi-li; 
withal a miserable night. with cold sharp 
wind, and our little ship without heat, of 
course, in the cabins or staterooms; a rather 
gloomy boat. All forenoon we lumbered on 
through a dirty looking sea. 

We reached Taku at night. Wetie up 
alongside the great stone wall of the river, 
and a three minutes’ walk brings us to the 
Astor house, more imposing, but not more 
comfortable than its namesake at Shanghai.

LONDON, Oct. 23.—London fears of Amer- 
ican developments are generally stated to 
have influenced the Bank of England direct- 
ors in advancing the official rate to 5 per 
cent, and some of the London papers have 
made much ado over the great volume of 
American finance bills over here and the ex- 
tent to which American securities were being 
carried in London on New York account. 
Some of the best judges, however, consider 
that the demands upon the British gold sup- 
ply which have been made by Russta, Ger- 
many, South America, Turkey, and Egypt are 
quite sufficient to explain the decision of the 
bank's court without any undue nervousness 
respecting the American position, which the 
best authorities admit is thoroughly sound. 


Editor of Statist on Savings. 

In this connection it is interesting to note 
that George Paish, editor of the Statist. who 
now is in New York, sends to today’s issue of 
his paper a striking article dealing with the 
savings of America. Paish calls attention to 
the widespread misconceptions which prevail 
in Europe regarding the great speculation 
that is going on in New York and the danger 
of investing in American securities.“ These 
misconceptions, he declares, emanate from 
persons of high place and influence, who 
never troubled to make themselves acquaint- 
ed with actual conditions in America. 

Paish then gives some figures regarding the 
money earning and saving capacity of Ameri- 
cans designed to open the eyes of Europeans. 

It will be realized, he writes, that the 
savings of a nation in which practically 
every one is able to save reach a vast figure. 
An eminent American banker of international 
| repute, with whom I discussed the question of 
America’s savings, estimated the total sav- 
}ings of the United States at nearly $7,000,000 
ayear. I have sought to form an independent 
estimate based upon a great variety of data 
and have come to the conclusion that the 
annual savings of this country is over 3,000. 
000,000, and that the amount is growing 
steadily greater from year to year. 


Explains Rise in Stocks. 

It cannot be too clearly understood,” con- 
cludes the Statist’s editor, that the great 
advance in prices of stocks have been brought 
about by efforts of persons with savings to 
invest to purchase securities which they be- 
lieve would be attractive“

A CRUEL SITUATION. 
It is easily to be imagined that the Hon. 
William J. Moxley and the Hon. Frank 8. 
Ryan, in quiet moments of meditation, 
wonder which ene of them has been 
selected for the sacrifice, which one of 
them in reality is running for, and which 
one is running from congress. That they 
should not know adds a piquancy to the 
campaign, gives it a2 Lady or the Tiger” 
interest. 
No humanitarian would fail to grieve if 
any cold suspicions arose to disfigure the 
triehdship between Mr. Moxley and Mr. 
Lorimer. Likewise is it painful to con- 
sider the possibility of Mr. Ryan losing 
confidence in his friend, Mr. Sullivan, and 
it is to be regretted that the form of free 
government used in this republic does not 
permit the election of both candidates 
with a half a vote each in congress. Then 
ali distrust could be banished, trustfulness 
would be restored, and the coéperation of 
parties would not demand personal sacri- 
fices. 
Mr. Lorimer is acquainted better than 
anyone else with the fact that Democratic 
votes sent him to congress. He must have 
given ear to the cruel announcements made 
by the Democratic leaders that all Demo- 
cratic votes this time would be cast for 
the Democratic candidate. Nevertheless 
he persuades his friend, Mr. Moxley, to 
accept the Republican nomination. The 
impulse of the humanitarian observing 
these sinister circumstances is to reproach 
Mr. Lorimer and condole with Mr. Mox- 
ley. 
Further consideration brings up the 
thought that Mr. Lorimer was maintained 
a high standard of personal loyalty to his 
friends, and that his political shrewdness 
tells him where he will land before he 
jumps. Contemplating these things, the 
humanitarian is inclined to be severe with 
Mr. Sullivan and to sympathize with Mr. 
Ryan. 

The only thing which lightens the 
gloomy state of affairs, involving, as it 
seems to do, the destruction of an artless 
and confiding candidate, is the thouglit 
that after all it might be possible to spare 
the feelings of both Mr. Moxley and 
Mr. Ryan and save the reputations. of 
both Mr. Lorimer and Mr. Sullivan, by 
electing Mr. Barnes. Then no friendships 
will be destroyed and no illusions shat- 
tered. 


PENSIONS FOR PREACHERS. 

On Aug. 15 Tue TRIBUNE printed an 
editorial entitled, “The Duty of the 
Laity,” which urged that proper provis‘on 
for the comfort of men who have worn 
themselves out in the service of humanity 
as religious teachers should be made by 
people of large wealth. It contrasted the 
lack of such care for the veterans of the 
cloth with the pension funds for the sol- 
dier, the college professor, the policeman, 
the fireman, and, in some places, for the 
public school teacher. It called particular 
attention to an article on the subject pub- 
lished in the Northwestern Christian Ad- 
vocate. 

The editorial was used by the Stand- 
ard, a Baptist newspaper of Chicago, as 
the basis for a strong appeal to the laity 
of that denomination to take the subject 
urder early advisement and provide the 
needed endowment for a pension system. 
It was read before a large gathering of 
Wisconsin Methodists, and its arguments 
used in encouragement of a plan for 
making more comfortable the later years 
of faithful preachers of that faith. It

was cited by a 
circulation in connection with other litera- 
ture on the subject. 

There is special 
noting that the Chicago Presbyterian Min- 
isters’ association is studying the same 
idea in connection with the “ ministerial 
sustentation fund“ of the Presbyterian 
church in the United States, designed to 
provide annuities, graded according to 
years of service in the ministry, including 
disability annuities and the care of 
widows of ministers. The allowances sug- 
gested are shamefully small, not from the 
point of view of the earnest men who are 
seeking to provide even slight help for the 
aged and infirm but from the point of 
view of the 1,500,000 members of that 
branch of the Presbyterian church which 
is furthering the project. 

The interest of the many small givers is 
„important and essential. But there must 


interest, therefore, in 


be large donations from people of great 
wealth to make the right sort of provision 
possible. The idea is gaining favor. It 
may find realization sooner than has been 
hoped. As it is, it is a surprising situa- 
tion which shows many an industrial es- 
tablishment, supposed to be enmeshed in 
commercialism, more thor zhtful of its em- 
ployés than are those who ought to look 
after the burden bearers in what the 
world counts its most importiint work. 


THE SANE FOURTH. 

The sane Fourth movement is to be 
nationalized. Commissioner West of the 
District of Columbia, whose earnest ef- 
forts helped to bring about the great suc- 
cess of Washington's 1909 Independence 
day celebration, is leading in the cam- 
paign. Codperating with him is Mrs, 
Rice of New York, whose article, “ Our 
Barbarous Fourth,” in the Century for 
June, 1908, elicited approving comment a‘! 
over the country, . The statistics gathered 
by Tue Trisune during the last decade 
have furnished ‘valuable data for the 
study of the great problem.

RECKLESS CHAUFFEURS. 

Wednesday night an automobile ran 
into and upset a physician's buggy at 
uvenue and Burton place.

Friday night a 
taxicab chauffeur ran over and killed a 
man in Jackson boulevard, near Canal 
street.

Therefore he should 
have been going at a lower rate of speed, 
so that he might stop quickly if neces- 
sary. 

The chauffeur says he was going at the 
rate of nine miles an hour. It is asserted 
that he was going much faster. Prob- 
ably he was. The question comes up as 
to what the south park commissioners 
have done to regulate the rate of speed 
in Jackson boulevard. The state law 
gives park officials full authority as re- 
gards motor vehicles within parks or 
boulevards. Is a chauffeur. permitted tu 
drive his machine as rapidly on a boule- 
vard on a dark night as by day, when it 
is easier to see and to be seen?

ING FDWARD is spending the week end at 

. Quidenham, in Norfolkshire, as the guest of the 
earl of Albemarle, head of the historic house of 
Keppel. It is a beautiful old place, on the main 


red brick, stone faced mansion was built considerably 
over 300 years ago, the property has been in the pos- 
sesgion of the Keppels since they settled in England 
in the peign of King William of Orange, who held 
Arnold Van Keppel in such high esteem that after 
overwhelming him with English and Dutch honors 
during his lifetime he bequeathed to him at his death 
the lordship of Breevost, in the Netherlands, and 260,- 
000 gullders. ‘ 

Among the English dignities which he bestowed 
upon him were those of Baron Ashford, Viscount Bury, 
and eafl of Albemarle, the latter being a town and 
territory in the dukedom of Normandy. He was de- 
scended from one of the most ancient houses of the 
Netherlands nobility, which was flourishing’ in Guelder- 
land in the twelfth century, when Walter Van Keppel 
founded the monastery of Bethlehem, near Doetinghem. 

Every reader of Macaulay's History of England 
will recall the description of the scene enacted at the 
deathbed of William III. when Arnold Van Keppel, the 
first earl of Albemarle, was summoned from Holland 
and reached England in time to be with his royal 
master in his last moments. Indeed, William died in 
his arms. Afterwards this firet earl of Albemarle. be- 
came the comrade {n arms and most intimate friend 
of the first duke of Marlborough. 


— , 

William Anne Albemarle, second earl of Albemarle, 
was a godson of Queen Anne and acquired fame as am- 
bassador to France. The third earl of Albemarle was 
a soldier, who took part in the battles of Fontenoy, 
Culloden, and also at Havana, where he commanded 
in chief, and at Quidenham there are many relics of 
the youn; pretender taken at Culloden and of the 
Cuban campaign of this third earl. 

The fourth earl was the bete noire of the late Queen 
Victoria during the early days of her reign. He had 
been forced upon her as master of the horse, which 
is a political office, by the administration of the day, 
and as such insisted upon exercising his prerogative 
of riding in the royal carriage whenever she attended 
any state functions. 

The Queen used to say that the satirical, displeas- 
ing face of Lord Albemarle, sitting opposite to her on 
these occasions, was sufficient not merely to spoll all 
her pleasure but to unnerve her and to put her out 
of sorts, and in her distress appealed to the old duke 
of Wellington. The latter sagaciously remarked to 
her majesty that while it was perfectly true that the 
earl of Albemarle had, as master of the horse, a right 
to ride in the sovereign’s carriage on state occasions, 
there was no rule as to what particular place in the 
equipage he should occupy, and that the queen would 
therefore have a perfect right to assign him a place in 
the rumble behind, along with the footmen, if she saw 
fit. This solved the difficulty. For Lord Albemarle, 
having been duly warned of the fate in store for him 
if he was so ill natured as to persist in his demand 
to drive with the queen against her wishes,-gave way 
and abandoned his pretensions. 

— 

This Lord Albemarle was, however, the only one 
who was unpopular at court. His son, the fifth earl, 
was the childhood playmate of Princess Charlotte of 
Wales, whose death in child birth paved the way” to 
the succession of Queen Victoria to the crown. Both 
the sixth and seventh earls were members of the 
household of Queen Victoria, and while the present 
earl is an A. D. C. of the king, his second brother, 
Derek Keppel, has for many years been the equerry 
of the prince of Wales; while George Keppel, for- 
merly the representative of Sir Thomas Lipton in New 
York, now figures as one of the orderly officers of the 
king. 

Lord Albemarle’s sisters include Lady Susan Town- 
ley, whose husband was attached to the British em- 
bassy at Washington during the tenure of office of Sir 


a nun. 
Quidenham formerly belonged to the Holland fam- 


ily, and among the interesting objects of interest pre- 
served in the house are five letters, figuring in a glass 
case on the grand staircase. They were written by 
Charles II. during his exile to Sir John Holland, the 
then owner oi Quidenham, asking for money, and he 
receipts attached show that Sir John complied with 
the requests of his expatriated sovereign. But there 
is nothing to show that the money was ever repaid by 
the merrie monarch. The principal bedrooms bear 
the names of battles in which the Keppels have taken 
part during the last two centuries, and to such an 
extent has the family lived up to its nickname of “the 
fighting Keppels that though there are a large num- 
ber of bedrooms there are enough battles to go round. 

Lord Albemarle, who is married to the earl of 
Egerton’s daughter, is a remarkably gifted sculptor 
and there are some beautiful pieces of statuary at 
Quidenham which are the work of his chisel. He was 
unfortunate in his association with some of the wild- 
eat financial schemes of the promoter, Terah Hooley,

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IN THE SIXTH CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT, 
{Chicago Daily News.] ' 


By the Democratic convention on one hand and 
by Senator Lorimer on the other the public is assureq 
that the tariff is the issue in the Sixth congressiona] 
district, where a member of the national house of rep. 
resentatives is to be elected on Nov. 23. They are 
mistaken. The issue is whether or not the voters of 
the Sixth congressional district are asleep. It is an 
issue which is so clear that there should be no mistake 
about it. 

Senator Lorimer's old time political supporter, 
William J. Moxley, has been nominated by Republican 
politicians of the district. They got the word from 
Lorimer and that was all they needed. Moxley's elec. 
tion would mean that Lorimer would continue to have 
a voice in the house of representatives, since Moxley jg 
Lorimer's political valet. 

The Democratic politicians of the district, at the 
command of Roger Sullivan, the Democratic boss who 
rules the party organization absolutely in that sec. 
tion, have named Frank S. Ryan. Sullivan’s man. Thus 
in the two conventions the faithful political bipartisan 
partners, Lorimer and Sullivan, were supreme. 

Lorimer personally ran the Moxley convention, 
The chairman of the Ryan convention was Representa. 
tive George E. McConnell, who at Springfield on May 
27 last voted for William Lorimer for United States 
senator, thus helping to elect him to that office. The 
secretary of the Ryan convention was Representative 
Walter A. Lantz, whose vote at Springfield helped elect 
Lorimer to the senate. The convention's nominee for 
congress was presented to the delegates by Represen- 
tative John J. McLaughlin, who at Springfield also 
voted for Lorimer for senator. The chairman of the 
committee on resolutions was Ross Hall, who once 
fipon a time voted for the notorious Allen bill in ac. 
cordance with the wishes of Lorimer and Sullivan. 

Was it, then, a Democratic convention? 

The convention platform shows still more plainly 
the character of this pitiful farce.

AFTER THE MEN HIGHER UP.

No effort to hunt do criminals in high place that 
we can remember has been more entitled to public in- 
terest and encouragement than that which the federal 
government is now making to fasten the gullt of the 
sugar trust frauds upon the big men who were re- 
sponsible for them. That persons high in the mane 
agement of the American Sugar Refining company not 
only knew of but instigated and directed these con- 
temptible and systematic thefts, carried on day after 
day for years, is self-evident. 

lt was solely in the interest of the company that 
they could have been committed, and the only thing 
that it remains to do is to procure legal evidence suff 
cient to convict some or all of the individuals whe 
were guilty of the crime. One aspect of the crime 
which brands it with peculiar infamy is that it gives 
color to the view of the condition of morality in the 
business world which does more, perhaps, 
other one cause to fill the minds of thousands of 
earnest men with the idea that the existing organiza- 
tion of society is too rotten to tolerate. 

If such callous disregard of all moral restraint,

some revolutionary upheaval. Of course nothing of 
the kind is true, but if it is not, then there should be 
a united and determined demand that these high placed 
criminals be relentlessly hunted down and punished. 
There is no work that the federal department of justice 
will do better to concentrate its energies upon.

For forty years large American cities 
have contained great masses of primitive 
peoples from the farms of Europe, trans- 
ported to this country as laborers, together 
with a considerable proportion of negro 
slaves liberated by the civil war. 


political saloonkeepers have killed unnum- 
bered multitudes of these people through ex- 
cessive drinking; its political procurers have 
sold the bodies of their daughters; its con- 
tractors and street railway magnates have 
crowded them into the deadly tenement dis- 
tricts by defrauding them of their rights of 
cheap and decent transportation; and its 
sanitary officials have continuously mur- 
dered a high percentage of the poor by their 
sale of the right to continue fatal and filthy 
conditions in these tenement districts, eon 
trary to law. Meantime they have kept con- 
trol of the population they have exploited 
by their cunning distribution of wages and 
ees se 

The same political forces engaged in de- 
grading civilization into barbarism are at 
work with general success in all the larger 
cities of the country. The fight against them 
is the greatest single government problem 
of today. As Bishop Potter well said, there 
is absolutely nothing on earth similar to 
the degraded rule in American cities. Many 
nations and cities have races of inferior 
breed or training among their population, 


the comparative insecurity of human life 
against murder. 

The immigration of people from sections 
of southern and eastern Europe, noted for 
their high murder rate, had much to do with 
‘this condition. But still more potent is the 
fact that, once in this country, the criminal 
element among these immigrants is pro- 
tected by, and strongly allied with, the po- 
litical criminals who manage our cities. 

As a result of all this, the murder rate in 
the United States is from ten to twenty times 
greater than the murder rate of the British 
empire and other northwestern European 
countries. The northwestern countries of 
Europe, which are the only nations worthy 
of comparison with the United States in their 
civilization, would require nearly a billion 
inhabitants—that is, more than half of the 
population of the world—in order to bring 
the number of their murders up to that of 
the United States, with its eighty or ninety 
millions of population. Canada would re- 
quire a Dillion and a quarter to have as many 
murdere as the United States has at the 
present time. Murder has increased many 


judges are required in the United States as in 
England to administer justice; and that the 
white slave trade, pressing the sale of wom- 
en to its ultimate point, has incidentally 
and enormously spread the most terrible 
diseases. 1 

There is one thing that will change this, 
and one only. The local government of cities 
must be taken from the hands of criminals 
and purveyors of vice. This is perfectly 
obvious. The reason it has not yet been 
done is that the American people have never 
concentrated their attention on this one main 
issue. The best forces in our life have. in 
fact, scattered their energies disastrously. 
The cities of the United States are filled 
to overflowing with organizations of all kinds 
to oppose crime and to dispense aid to the 
masses of criminals and unfortunates who 
are created by present conditions: law and 
order societies, temperance organizations, 
college settlements, committees to put down 
the traffic of women. All these work well 
and earnestly, and their efforts are either 


the work of salvage, after the great damage 


ie done, or, at most, attempts at a partial 


and subject to no change. 

Exactly such a system has been developed 
and well tested in America during the last 
ten years. It is called the Galveston or Des 
Moines plan of commission government. In 
reality it is merely New England town gov- 
ernment by selectmen—the most famous and 
successful single development of democracy 
in America—adapted to use of the city. This 
system elects a board of five or six members 
from a city at large, and gives them the en- 
tire power of government; each member is 
given charge of one of several genera! divi- 
sions of the government. In this way the 
best specialists in the population are chosen 
to manage the big departments of the city, 
such as finance, streets, and police. There 
is no shirking or shifting of responsibility; 
one well known man is always responsible 
for one department. And careful and con- 
cise reports show the public periodically 
just what is being done. 

The second greatest city in the world would 
not be governed, as now, by an association 
of criminals; it could and naturally would 


the slum politician in this field, the procurer 
and seller of women tend to hold the balance 
of power in city elections. This is not alone 
true in New York; analyzers of recent pont- 
ical conditions ia Philadelphia and Chicago 
have been convinced that the registration 
and casting of fraudulent votes out of disor- 
derly places in those cities may easily deter- 
mine the result in a close city election, for 
false votes by the thousand are cast from 
these resorts.

Other Influence Counts Most. 


Certainly this is not an -overscrupulous 
class to hold the balance of political power 
in a community.

—its highly efficient system for procuring its 
supplies. The average life of women in this 
trade is not over five years, and suppHes 
must be constantly replenished.

maquereau was not the type finally adopted 
to conduct the business in the self-govern- 
ing American municipalities. He intended to 
return to France after securing a compe- 
tency, frequented his own exclusive board- 
ing houses and clubs, and did not even learn 
the language. He failed to identify himself 
with any political organization. He conse- 
quently had no direct political inguence, and 
obtained his right to break the law simply 
by payments of money. 

In this way he occupied much the same 
position as the Chinese gambler in a com- 
munity of lawbreakers. Both are always 
abbe to do business in a large city, but they 
are much more liable to extortion and black- 
mail than persons who are directly identified 
with the political machine. It was neces- 
sary for the procuring and selling of girls 
to become an integral part of slum politics— 
asthe tenement house saloon and gambling 
houses had been preceding !t—before it could 
be established on its present firm footing.

Tammany's Red Light District. 


About twenty-five years ago the third great 
flush of immigration, consisting of Austrian, 
Russian, and Roumanian Jews, began to 
come into New York. Among these immi- 
grants were a large number of criminals, 
who soon found that they could develop an 
extremely profitable business in the sale of 
women in New York. The police department 
and the police courts, before which all the 
criminal cases of the city were first brought, 
were absolutely in the hands of Tammany 
hall, which, in ite turn,. was controlled by 
slum politicians. A great body of minor 
workers among this class of politicians ob- 
teined their living in tenement house saloons 
or gambling houses, and their control of the 
police and police courts allowed them to dis- 
regard all provisions of the law against their 


been taken to Buenos Aires, but, generally 
speaking, it has not proved a successful mar- 
ket for the New York trade. 

South Africa, on the contrary, proved an 
excellent field, as mining districts always are. 
In the middle of the '90s—during the lean 
years of Maj. Strong’s administration—the 
stories of the fabulous wealth to be made in 
the South African gold and diamond fields 
came to the attention of the New York lead- 
ers, and they took women there by the hun- 
dred. They proved successful in the compe- 
tition against the dealers from the European 
centers in Paris and Poland, and established 
colonies of New Yorkers through the south- 
ern end of the continent. Large sums of 
money were made there, and a few considera- 
ble fortunes were acquired, which their own- 
ers brought home and put into various busi- 
nesses in New Vork, Raines-law hotels 
being favorite investments. The English gov- 
ernment in more recent years has been more 
stringent against the trade, and under a new 
law gave imprisonment and lashing to men 
engaged in it. One man, now engaged in a 
Raines-law hotel enterprise in New York, 
was among those imprisoned, having recent- 
ly served a sentence of one year. The cam- 
paign against the business made South Africa 
a much less attractive field than formerly, 
but there are still small New York colonies 
in. various cities there. 

Once acquainted with the advantages of the 
foreign trade the New York dealer immediate- 
ly ehtered into competition with the French 
and Polish traders across the world. There 
are no boundaries to this business; its trav- 
elers go constantly to and fro upon the earth, 
peering into the new places, especially into 
places where men congregate in the golden 
frontiers, and this news comes back from 
them to Paris and Lemberg and New York. 
After South Africa the New York dealers 
went by hundreds into the east—to Shanghal 
and to Australia; they followed the Russian 


the early 1900s and soon after the New York 
red light district had been broken up they 
obtained control of practically the entire 
business of Newark. They secured as sup- 
plies the ignorant immigrant girls taken from 
the east side of New York, and they brought 
with them from New York, or educated in 
Newark, their own staff of cadets—who not 
only worked vigorously as repeaters in 
local elections, but returned to form some of 
the most vigorous voters in the lower Tam- 
many hall districts of New York. 

But in 1907 the attempt of one member of 
the Benevolent association to defraud an- 
other out of his business by the aid of local 
political forces led to a disruption in the body 
of men who were so well established in New- 
ark. An exposé followed this disagreement, 
which broke up, for the time at least, the 
local business, with its importations of New 
York women, and temporarily stopped the 
return supply of illegal voters to New York. 
The testimony of the time showed that these 
men had worked industriously in the inter- 
ests of the Tammany leaders in the down- 
town tenement districts of New York, from 
‘which the supply of Newark girls was large- 
ly secured. In Newark the chief of police 
and a police judge killed themselves subse- 
quently to the exposure. The new business 
secured à fair hold in Newark, however, 
and it is believed by observers to be return- 
ing there again. 


a — 
Philadelphia Site of Transfer. 


Another group of Jewish operators trans- 
ferred themselves from New York to Phila- 
delphia. They secured their supplies of wom- 
en—largely young immigrant girls—from 
New York and retained their New York 
cadets. The members joined the Mutua! Re- 
publican Club of the Thirteenth Ward of 
Philadelphia, whose president was the sheriff 
of the county, and their cadets were ex- 


fifteen years ago, this change is little less 
than startling. 

One principal reason for the change was the 
awaking of the personal interest of the 
richer and more influential classes against 
gambling. Practically all of the gambling en- 
terprises fed upon the earnings of the poor— 
a sure tax levied by the slum politician upon 
the people, which stopped to pick up the last 
and meanest penny of the child in its policy 
games. But too many small embezzlements 
were made by clerks and bookkeepers from 
their employers to pay the racetrack and 
poolroom gambler. The imagination and in- 
terest of the employing class became enlisted 
and gambling enterprises were pursued with 
a vigorous attentiom which drove them out. 
The net result of all this to the slum poli- 
tician was succinctly expressed by an ob- 
servant old time politician upon the Bow- 
ery of New York about a year ago: 

„Where's a district policeman goin’ to get 
a bit of money nowadays? The poolrooms 
are all shut down; policy’sgone. There ain't 
no place at all but the women.” 


Exploiters of Working Girls. 


It is interesting to see how the picking up 
of girls for the trade in and outside of New 
York is carried on by these youths on the 
east side of New York, which has now grown, 
under this development, into the chief re- 
crulting ground for the so-called white slave 
trade in the United States, and probably in 
the world. It can be exploited, of course, 
because in it lies the newest body of immi- 
grants and the greatest supply of unprotect- 
ed young giris in the city. These now hap- 
pen to be Jews—as, a quarter and a half a 
century ago, they happened to be German 

nd Irish. * 

But the largest and most profitable fleld 
for exploitation of the girls of the east side 
comes in procuring them for the white slave 


than the little Italian peasant girls. taken 
from various dens, where they lay, shivering 
and afraid, under the lighted candles and 
crucifixes in their bedrooms. Fear is more 
efficacious: with this class than any other, 
because of the notorious tendency of the ow 
class Itallan to violence and murder. These 
girls are closely confined, see only their man- 
agers and Italian laborers, do not talk Eng- 
lish, and naturally do not know how to es- 
cape. At last, of course, they become des- 
perate and hardened by the business. The 
American trade in then. centers in the Bow- 
ery assembly district in New York. and in 
Coney Island. From New York they are 
sent in small numbers to various cities where 
the Itallan laborer is found in considerable 
numbers, including Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
Chicago, and Boston.

New York Supplies Half. 


This is a rough outline of the system of pro- 
curing and sending girls out of New York 
City under the safeguard of political protec- 
tion. Detectives of the federal government, 
investigation of this business in all of the 
who have made within the last year a special 
investigation o fthis business in all of the 
large cities in this country, estimate that 
about one-half of all the women now in the 
business throughout the United States start- 
ed their career.in this country in New York. 
This estimate includes, of course, the women 
imported into that city, as well as those taken 
from the population. This estimate may be 
large, but there can be little doubt, since 
recent developments, of New York's growth 
to leadership as a center of the white slave 
trade throughout the world.

They gather 
their friends and in pitched battles try to 
kill each other.“

Strong Hold Gained in Chicago. 


In Chicago the New York operators secured . 


an even etronger hold. Severab hundred New 
York dealers came into the west side section 
after the Low administration and established 
there an excellent reproduction of the red 
light district. At its height it contained be- 
tween 750 and 1,000 Jewish giriz from New 
York—largely new immigrants who could 
scarcely speak the language.

was not constitutional, and that the expioit- 
ing of such girls must be punished by the 
state law, if at all. 

The date of this new development of the 
white slave trade outside of New York cor- 
responds almost uniformly with the time 
when the traders and cadets from the New 
York red light district introduced New York 
methods into the other cities of the country 
in 1901 and 1902. Hundreds of New York 
dealers and cadets are still at work in these 
other cities. But much more important are 


the death of the drunken laborer; then, the 
rebate from the raking up of the last miser- 
able pennies of the clerk and laborer and 
scrubwomen, with the poolrooms and policy; 
and now, smiling its same old hearty smile,

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It is becoming more eident daily that the expect - 
ed extremely heavy movement of cash grain toward 
the centers is not going to materialize, said 
Somers-Jones. It has gotten beyond the farmer 
and his holding inelfnations. Other causes are 
paramount, chief among them the congestion on 
the railroads, owing largely to the lack of cars 
and to defective rolling stock of all kinds, There 
is general complaint in the trade that the different 
roads are not moving their cars as promptly as 
they should. Shipments are stalled for days and 
weeks, owing to lack of motive power. Engines 
are said to be in bad shape, and the roads evi- 
dently have a big task before them in the moving 
of the crops. Farmers seem more ready to sell 
and country shippers are willing to market their 
grain. but are, for the most part, unable to do 
much in that direction Many country elevators 
are full and shippers would be only too glad to 
move the stuff to keep the wheels a-turning.”’ 


Cash corn continues weak relatively and brokers 
reported a slow demand east as a rule, although 
some of the shipping concerns here reported an im- 
provement of moderate proportions in the Inquiry. 
Eastern buyers have held off in the expectation of 
an early run of new corn, and, it is said, have 
allowed their supplies to dwindle to a low point. 
While the cash men are generally beariah on corn, 
it is admitted that any improvement in the demand 
would cause a quick change in conditions. One 
broker offered corn for export for November ship- 
ment on the basis of 58\%c and did not draw a bid. 
Local manufacturing concerns were about the 
only buyers here. Prices were steady to Kc higher. 
Kansas City reported a sick cash market with 
prices le lower. a slow demand, and liberal offer- 
ings. Cash oats were a little higher. Shipping 
sales from here were 120,000 bu corn and 150,000 bu 
oats. 


“The general cash trade keeps of fair volume 
for cureé meats, but continues good for lard. with 
more than fair prospects of the production being 
used up as fast as ready for market for some 
months to come—which condition will undoubted- 
ly Dring further anxtety to short seliers.’’ said 
Barrell & Co. January lard is active, and the 
trade in May is eniarging with each session. The 
January ribs and pork are attracting more atten- 
tion Our latest private advices from good hog 
producing sections are. to say the least alarming— 
the reports indicating unusually light winter sup- 
plies. It appears to us that the selling of all 
January and May product has been much over- 
done by long range traders, and they are now in 
a poor condition to ght a further advance, which 
seems inevitable.“ 

The southwestern cash markets were heavy and 
in the local sample crowd there was little doing. 
Mills seem to hae decided to go slow on their 
wheat purchases foratime. More Nebraska wheat 
was offered here and one Kansas City house wired 
that the offerings from that state were the largest 
on the crop) Omaha reported the largest accept- 
ances in some time. The greater part of the Ne- 
braska crop is understood to be still ungold, but up 
till recently farmers have shown no disposition to 
sell. St. Louts and Kansas City both reported a 
slow demand. At Minneapolis a sharp demand was 
reported, with premiums 3c over December for No. 
1 northern Milwaukee reported 50 cars of wheat 
on the tables carried over unsold. Export bids 
were out of line. 

** Statistica show: Germany eats more potatoes 
than bread.’” said King of Toledo. The differ- 
ence in expense is probably the chief reason. They 
don't eat as much rye or wheaten bread per capita 
as they did tem years ago They eat more potatoes 
and potato flour. They are importers and have high 
tariff. They have allowed a bounty on export flour. 
They had better follow England. Take off the im- 
port duty.

Corn has been stubborn and bas resisted bear- 
ish pressure,.“ said McKenna-Rodgers. Specu- 
lators have been selling freely in anticipation of 
a burdensome movement in the next sixty days. 
That is a possibility, but it {s doubtful if prices 
can be held below the (oc level for long. There 
le a probability that with the prospect of a con- 
tinuation of high priced hogs farmers may 
hold corn freely to feed thefr next pig crop. which 
should be a large one, as there is every inducement 
to increase the raising of live stock Provision 
stocks must be replenished, and it will take corn 
to make the hogs.’’ 

Nebraska cash men reported a smaller yield of 
corn in the etate than was expected. Clement- 
Curtis estimate the yield of corn in Nebraska at 
182 000.000 bu, against 206.000,000 bu a year ago. 
Well posted cash men from Nebraska say their 
reports indicate this estimate is approximately 
correct. but that if anything it is too high. Farm- 
ers are said to be going to hold the bulk of their 
crop for 60c on the farm. 

A large number of millers were on the floor yes- 
terday returning from a convention at Minneapolis. 
About seventy millers from thirteen different states 
were in attendance at the convention While the 
millers that stopped over here were looking over 
the cash situation, sales Madeto them were under- 
stood to be small. Some brokers said they did not 
bell a car. Many millere reported that stocks of 
wheat now held by mills were fairly heavy and that 


as a rule their needs were provided for to a large 
extent for some timetocome. The genera! opinion 
was that the domestic trade was good, but that the 
demand was not quite so urgent now as it was a 
few weeks ago. 

It was the general opinion that several big lines 
of long wheat had beer sold on the bulge yester- 
day. Rankin was credited with taking profits and 
other local longs were believed to have lightened 
their loads. Lichtstern and Champlin were given 
credit for selling considerable wheat through com- 
mission houses. The market has had a three day 
advance and with a trade almost entirely local 
the more conservative traders were inclined to even 
up over Saturday. One of the best posted cash 
men in the local trade says the situation in Decem- 
ber is not the result of any manipulation, but the 
natural result of conditions. 


As a result of the meeting of representatives of 
the grain exchanges of the United States and 
Canada, held in this city, under the auspices of 
the Chicago board of trade, on Sept. 17.

Nen, no moon ever shone with more softly: 
lunar efiulgence on a stage heroine than this 
harvest orb of night does on Acelaide Nowak 
That ie the actrees’ name. and I le to vse . 
it instead of the heroine’s because Adelaide e 
a real girly girl. not beautiful. but with hands 
and ieet, elbows and knees, and charming 
for lack ot the easy grace which she will 
gain with practice. Her own crudity serves 
for what would require much kill in a 
sophisticated artist; for the play says she ie 
but 48, and still wonder-ered at the world. 
Adelaide may work her way to tame. 
Thomas can't write a sweetly sentimental 
ecene, eh? Look at this. Adelaide ts going 
to act a part in her sweetheari's play He 
has directed the preparations At a dress 
rehearsal he has reproved her sharply; she 
bas resented it and-a lovers’ cvarre!} is under 
way.

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SALVATOR, GREAT RACER, DIES 


Fastest Runner World Has Ever 
Known Passes Away.

BURIED IN STYLE BY HAGGIN 


Owner Orders Casket and Will Erect 
Shaft in Honor of Dead Horse. 


Lexington, Ky., Oct. 23.—[{Special.)-—Sal- 
vator, 23 year old son, by imp. Prince Charlie 
and Salina, by Lexington, died as a result of 
paralysis and infirmities of old age at James 
B. Haggin's Elmendorf farm this morning. 
The stable in which Salvator died is within a 
stones throw of the spot upon which he was 
foaled’ as the property of Daniel Swigert; 
April 30. 1886. 

Hegein ordered that Salvator’s feet be 
mounted and directed that a coffin be pre- 
pared for him and a grave dug near Green 
Hills, in which the famous racer, immortal- 
ized in song and story, will be buried tomor- 
row. Later it is Haggin’s intention to erect 
a granite shaft at the grave. 

Salvator, in his three years on the turf, 
started in nineteen races, won sixteen, was 
second once, third once, and fourth once. 
His aggregate winnings were $113,710. He 
made his first start in the Junior champion 
at Monmouth park Aug. 11,1888. This race 
was won by Proctor Knott and it was the 
only one in which Salvator was ever un- 
placed. 

Proctor Knott beat him again by half a 
length in the Futurity. 

The following year he finished third to 
Longstreet and Proctor Knott in the race 
for the Omnibus stakes. He won the Flat- 
bush, Maple, Tuckahoe, and Titan stakes as 
a 2 year old and the Tidal, Realization, Lori!- 
lard, Jersey handicap, September stakes, and 
two purse races as a 3 year old. 

He began his 4 year old form by winning 
the Suburban handicap, followed by the 
memorable match for $5,000 a side, in which 
he beat Tenny a nose over the mile and a 
quarter route, walked over for the Monmouth 
cup, beat Tenny tour lengths for the Cham- 
pagne stakes, and closed his career by run- 
ning a mile on the straight course at Mon- 
mouth park in 1:35%, which stands today as 
the American record. In the stud, however, 
Salvator was not a great success. The best 
of his get was the Futurity winner, Savable.

Negro in Ketchel Fight Uncovers 
Foree Behind Blow. 


BLACK PLAYS WITH WHITE. 


Colored Man Appears to Have Had 
Picture Receipts in Sight. 


Jack Johnson’s easy victory over Stanley 
Ketchel in the heavyweight championship 
fight at San Francisco has furnished plenty 
of food for gossip among the fans of pug- 
dom. But in addition to this there areother 
points which are interesting and which are 
just coming to light, although the battle it- 
self was fought a week ago. 

That Johnson should defeat the middle- 
weight champion in twelve rounds was not 
surprising to those who know the qualities 
of the two men. The big negro had it on 
Ketehel in every way. Several weeks ago, 
or only a short time after the match had been 
clinched, it was stated in these columns that 
Johnson would have to show one thing in 
his fistic makeup which he has kept carefully 
covered for many a long day. That one 
thing was a knockout punch. It was said at 
that time that Ketchei would either lose on 
a point decision or on a knockout. 

It was taken into consideration at that 
time that the heavyweight champion, if he 
found the going stiff against Ketchel would 
resort to stalling tactics and be contented to 
win the verdict on points. On the other 
hand, it was figured that if Stanley proved 
an easy opponent Johnson might knock him 
out. As it was, the latter prognostication 
proved correct, and the negro demonstrated 
beyond all shadow of doubt that he could 
land a blow hard enough to knock out an 
opponent. 


Ketchel Was Outclassed. 


The opposition put up by Ketche! was weak, 
and it makes no difference whether his man- 
ager, Willus Britt, or Stanley himself con- 
tinue to howl and declare that the defeat 
came from carelessness. The middleweight 
title hold@r could not beat Johnson'in a thou- 
sand years for the simple reason that the 
negro is too big for him. 

The black is a better ring general, and 
knows every point of the game better than 
Ketchel. And the punch which was the 
doubtful point in Johnsons makeup was 
there in addition to an advantage j 
weight, reach, and everything ‘cise * 
is hard to see how anyone could figure Stan- 
ley a heavyweight championship candidate. 

According to reports of the mill, Johnson 
could have knockea out his white opponent 
at almost any time he chose. It aiso was 
stated that the reason the contest went as 
many as twelve rounds was due to the fact 
that Johnson, who has a 40 per cent interest 
in the fight pictures, | wanted them to be a 
“hit.” From this end of the dine it looks 
as if there was more truth than poetry in 
this picture talk. Johnson is a wise fish in 
the pugilistic sea, and he knows that with 
exciting films it will mean more coin of the 
realm in his own jeans. 


Black Fights for Pictures. 


It is said that the thrilling feature was ro- 
duced by Johsson, who fell to the po eh 
in the twelfth round when one of Ketchel's 
punches hit him on the back of the head. 
Jack said it was a hard smash, but just the 
same this game Jack was Smiling after it 
landed just as he had been before. And when 
he regained his feet and tore at Stanley 
knocking him a the negro certainly did 
not appear to have been hurt by th 
that landed on his own sconce. "wat wes 
a cute little trick and will help the pictures.

Johnson, if reports from 
the coast can be believed, weighed 205 pounds 
when he entered the ring, while Ketchei 
tipped the beam at only 168.

while training wae remarkable. Coffroth 
certainty did not want to make the match 
look so onesided, and neither did the fighters 
when the big money was in sight, 80 it is not 
hard to see just why the covering up process 
went into effect during the traning aas. 


Ketchel Weight Handicap. 
There was doubt in the minds of those who 
know Ketchel that it was impossible for 
Stanley to weigh 175 or 180 pounds.

Gives “Tribune” His History. 


readers something about my early life and 
my adoption of wrestling as a profession, I 
will start at the beginning. My full name is 
Stanislaw Zbyszko Cyganiewicz. I was born 
in the small town of Stanislawice, located 
on the north boundary of the province of 
Galicia, on the banks of the Vistula river, 
which separates the province from Russia. 
The town of my birth is about 180 miles from 
Lembourg, the capital of Galicia. 

It was not until I was 14 years of age anda 
student at the high school that I had any 
idea of being exceptionally strong and up to 
that time I had no idea of what physical 
culture meant. 

One day a friend of mine who wae inter- 
ested in gymnastics felt my arm and per- 
suaded me to join the gymnastic class. In 
those days gymnastic exercises, handball, 
and swimming were the chief forms of sport, 
but since then football has become quite 
popular in Austria. 

When 15 years of age I joined the Cracow 
Solkol and soon was recognized as the strong- 
est athlete in the club. * was persuaded to 
take up wrestling by Prof. Pytlasisinske, one 
of the best professional wrestlers in Austria, 
who said I ought to make good. 


Loses to Raicevich. 

After wrestling locally for some time I went 
to Vienna and one of my first matches of im- 
portance was with Raicevich, the Italian 
wrestler, who is now in Chicago. I was 20 
years of age at that time. We met at Greco- 
Roman and Raicevich, who was a good dea! 
smaller than he is now, won. By the time I 
was 24 I had graduated from the University 
of Vienna as a lawyer, but so far never have 
practiced, ag I preferred to travel around and 
see the world. I served one year in the 
army, being a lieutenant of infantry in regi- 
ment Thirteen. 

Since then I have wrestled in Russia, Tur- 
key, France, and England, meeting most of 
the leading European heavyweights. I met 
Padoubny, the Russian giant, in St. Peters- 
burg, and we wrestled two hours Greeco-Ro- 
man style without either getting a fall. One 
year later I met and defeated Padoubny at 
the London pavilion. Hackenschmidt prom- 
ised to meet the winner, but he never did. 

Twice I defeated Nouralah, the big Turk, at 
St. Petersburg, but I do not think he was as 
good then as he had been when he was 
younger. 

Wins a World’s Championship. 

In 1903-1 finished third in the Greco-Roman 
championship at Paris and three years later 
won the world’s championship there from a 
field of sixty-five starters, among whom were 
Beck Olson, Lureck, the Russian champion, 
and Beucairois, the French champion. 

Three years ago I took up the catch-as- 
catch-can style and like it much better than 
Greco-Roman, which is slow and uninter- 
esting. I trained for the match with Hacken- 
schmidt which never came off. I defeated 
Padoubny at catch as catch can after this. 

Since coming to this country I have ap- 
peared in a number of handicap matches. At 
Buffalo I threw three men, one of whom was 
Yank Rogers, in seven minutes, and at Mon- 
treal I threw Carl Abes, the German wrestler, 
three times in eight minutes, two falls being 
catch as catch can and one Greco-Roman. 
At Rochester I threw five opponents in four- 
teen minutes, but I do not wish the public to 
judge me by these performances. 


Father Was a Gendarme. 


My father and mother both are alive and I 
have two sisters and one brother. Father 
never went in for athletics, but was a strong 
man in his younger days, being a gendarme 
at Vienna, for which position it ls necessary 
for a man to be six feet tall and wear a black 
mustache. The gendarmes are the emperor's 
bodyguard. Father fought in the Austria- 
German war in 1866. Subsequently he be- 
came tax collector at Stanisiawice, but has 
now retired on a pension. Neither my sisters 
nor my mother are particularly strong, but 
my brother, who is 17 years of age, is 6 feet 
1 inch in height and weighs 240 pounds. Heis 
at high school and is training to throw the 
weights in the next contest at Athens. 

I am now 28 years of age and weigh about 
260 pounds. I train regularly, using dumb- 
bells, skipping the rope, playing handball, 
and taking long walks. My height is 5 feet 
10 inches and my chest measurement 56 
inches. I never smoke nor drink and while 
I do not diet myself strictly I avoid soups 
and other liquid foods, sticking more to the 
solids. When I tell you that I weighed 
over 220 pounds when I was 14 years of age 
you will realize that only by training have 
I kept my weight down to what it is. If 1 
had loafed I might have been good for a fat 


man in a museum.

APPERSON IS ALSO WINNER. 


Fast Pace Made in Big Portola Road 
Automobile Contests, 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. B.- Road racing 
honors in connection with motoring’s cele- 
‘bration of Portola week today were divided 
between the Pope-Hartford and the Apper- 
son cars, with the lion’s share of the glory 
going to the PopedHartford, which won two 
of the three events contested over a twenty- 
one mile circuit in Alameda county. 

The road carnival was conducted under the 
auspices of the San Francisco Automobile 
club, and the racing differed from other con- 
tests of its kind in that it was possible for 
one car to compete in more than one class. 
There were three road races run simulta- 
neously for as many different classes, and of 
these the Pope-Hartford won two of them, 
leaving the other for the Apperson. 

The first race was at a distance of 150 miles, 
and at the end of the century and a half the 
Pope-Hartford, which was driven by Jack 
Fleming, had the advantage by more than 
two laps over the Autocar. Fleming had 
made his distance in this in 2:15:23, or at an 
average pace of 66.47 miles an hour. The 
Autocar’s time was 2:40:20. 

The next class had to go 215 miles, and if the 
Pope-Hartford had been entered in this it 
would also have won, for at the end of the 
route it had a big lead over the field. How- 
ever, it was not in the reckoning, being out 
for the long race, the one at 256 miles and 
which was the feature of the afternoon. This 
left an opening for Harrie Hanshue in the 
Apperson, of which the big chap took advan- 
tage, being awarded first place in this divi- 
sion in 3:22:00, an average of 638.57 miles an 
hour. Harry Michenerin the Lozier four was 
given second to the Apperson in this in 
8:43:58. 

In the meantime Fleming in the Pope- 
Hartford had been keeping up his steady 
pace and making his bid for the longest race 
of the three. He succeeded and defeated the 
Apperson, which also had continued after its 
victory in the second division. The Pope 
went the 258 miles in the long race In 3:50:18. 
or an average of 63.2 miles afi hour. Second 
place went to Hanshue in an Apperson, 
Whose time was 4:07:54, while Michener in 
the Losier got third in 4:29:57. 


ATLANTA’S SPEEDWAY IS FAST. 


New Motor Track Tried, Oldfield Av- 
eraging 774% Miles Per Hour 
for Five Miles.

anese umpire officiating, put up @ plucky fight 
in the games played, and has shown to the 
Japanese people that no quitter’ spirit for 
which Wisconsin teams are famous. Al- 
though losing, it has won for itself and the 
univeristy it represents the respect and ad- 
miration of the Japanese people. The Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin was known to only few 
people here before the arrival of the Badgers.

A. A. U. AGGRESSOR, NOT A. A. F., 
SAYS PUBLICITY COMMITTEE. 


Second Article Issued by Local Body 
Declared Reason for Withdrawal 
Was Autocratic Regime. 


Following its recent article regarding the 
influence of the A. A. U., the publicity com- 
mittee of the A. A. F. is out with a second 
bearing the title “The Amateur Athletic 
Federation of Cook County vs. The Amateur 
Athletic Union of America (New York).’’ 
The committee endeavors to make plain that 
the local organization is not at odds with 
the older body, but that it hopes to carry on 
its work unhampered and that it does not 
propose in any way to interfere with the 
methods used by the A. A. U. Following is 
the article. 

The time has arrived in this stage of the 
local athletic war for a statement that shall 
set forth briefly the real situation and what 
the A. A. U. is fighting. First of all it should 
be clearly understood that this controversy 
is not between the Central T. M. C. A. and 
the A. A. U. nor was the A. A. F. organized 
by the Central T. M. C. A. The following 
leagues are members of the A. A. F.: The 
Cook County High School, Cook County Bible 
Class, the Intersettlement, Suburban Bible 
Class, Playgrounds (south, west, and north), 
and the F. M. C. A. league. In addition, the 
turnersand universities are in sympathy with 
the A. A. F. The combined membership of 
the organization in the A. A. F. is over 100 000 
men and boys, with about 10,000 registered 
athletes. , 

“It should also be noted that most all the 
gymnasium and athletic fields in Cook county 
are controlled by members of the A. A. F. 
or by organizations friendly to the federa- 
tion. All the organizations in the A. A. F. 
are conducting leagues either for basket- 
ball, indoor baseball and outdoor baseball, 
aquatics, track and field athletics, wrestling 
and bowling, and are therefore furnishing 
their athletes with all the competition neces- 
sary and are independent of A. A. U. meets. 

“The A. A. F. was not organized to take 
the place of the A. A. U. in that it was to 
issue sanctions or registration cards. The 
A. A. F. does not issue sanctions or registra- 
tion cards. The athletes register with and 
are responsible to their own organizations. 
No sanctions are required, for the reason 
that the college scheme has been adopted. 
The organisations pay no membership or 
registration fees to the A. A. F. The federa. 
tion is much like a gentleman’s agreement, 
although it operates under a comprehensive 
constitution and bylaws, and is absolutely

Since then an aver- 
age of $2,500 worth of these stones have been 
mined in that locality. Up to July 1, 1909, 
A total of 700 diamonds were reported, of 
which three brilliant stones were valued at 
$60 to $175 a carat. In general a parcel of 
unsorted stones as they come from the Ar- 
kansas mine will bring $10 a carat. The 
diamonds are found in an igneous rock, anda 
new deposit has been reported about two 
miles northeast of the original discovery.

“Own-It-Yourself” may not look like a fast horse, but he’s a hot favorite in the bet- 
ting among neighbors and friends, and he can hold his head as high as the traditional steer 
in the corn. He doesn’t travel on borrowed shoes. 


Rockefeller’s Business Guide a Yankee Merchant. 


OHN D. ROCKEFELLER has confessed 

a business secret. 
But it is not an invitation to mutter 
“ Hist!” and then let the reader in on 
the ground floor to untold millions. Mr. 
Rockefeller has divulged that reading the 
diary of Amos Lawrence, former member of 
a Boston family of merchant princes, fur- 
nished inspiration in amassing his own mon- 

umental fortune. 

Here is a brief biography of Lawrence, an- 
cestor of a brilliant array of present Bos- 
toniang, leaders in scholarship, the profes- 
sions, and business. 

Lawrence was born 123 years ago in Gro- 
ton, the son of poor parents. He came to 
Boston in 1816 and died in this city in 1882. 
In his diary, under the date of Jan. 1, 1852, 
there appears the following notation: 

“The outgoes for all objects since Jan. 1, 
1842 (ten years) have been $604,000, more 
than five-sixths of which have been applied 
in making other people happy; it is no trouble 
to find objects for all I have to spare.”

HEN and how to ask for advance- 

ment is one of the perplexing prob- 

lems of an employé Not a few of 

the army of wage earners have lost 

positions because the demand was 
made inopportunely or tactlessly. 

If an employer is broad minded, no special 
care is necessary. But occasionally an em- 
ployer clings to antiquated methods, and the 
request for a raise is met with disaster. 

There are some employers who would not 
allow advancement to a man who asks for it, 
be he entitled to it by all justice, simply be- 
cause he asks for it. They consider it an un- 
due amount of self-estimation for an employe 
to indicate that he is worth more than what 
he is getting. In hundreds of instances in 
Chicago men have been discharged for no 
other reason than that they have asked fora 
raise. 

On the other hand, there aré employers who 
will never grant a raise unless it is asked for. 
This is either due to ea desire to hold down 
expenses as much as possible or to a convic- 
tion that a man who would not ask for what 
he deserves does not deserve to get what 
he should. 

Most often an employer will be reasonable. 
He will either acknowledge that the raise 
asked for is justifiable, but that it is not pos- 
sible to grant it, or will point out that such 
a request is untimely or ill chosen. Condi- 
tions governing the situation will be the real 
cause for turning the employé down. The 
request will be granted if it is due and timely. 
It will be denied if it is not, but with no ill 
feelings engendered on either side. 

To find out what kind of employer a man 
has to deal with is one of the essentials for an 
employé who wants to succeed with the least

Terrestrial Globe a Mere Atom 


in 


Immensity of the Universe 


By TOM W. WINDER. 


HERE are many different opinions as 

to the age of the earth. It is a per- 

plexing question. The biblical record 

places it at about 6,000 years, the phys- 

icist requires us to bring terrestgial 
time within the extreme limit of twenty or 
thirty millions of years, while the geologist 
declares that he cannot possibly accept such 
figures and bring his facts into sueh narrow 
confines, so the geologist takes just as much 
time as seems needed to his theories. 

Sir Charles Lyell, basing his estimate on 
the modifications of certain species of ma- 
rine life, placed the age of the earth at 240,- 
000,000 years. Mr. Darwin was more conser- 


“ative and did away with 40,000,000 years and 


thought an even 200,000,000 would be suffi- 
cient; Geikie placed his figures at 73,000,000 
and up; while Crowell says that 72,000,000 
years would be a sufficient length of time to 
accomplish all that has been done; Alexander 
Winchell, in great modesty, only claimed 
3,000,000 years; while Upham, McGee, and 
some other recent explanationists claim all 
the way from 10,000,000 to 680.000.000 years 
as the age of the earth. 

Prof. Walcott, basing his calculations on 
sedimentation, which was more rapid in early 
times than now, especially in the days when 
all the earth was under water, declares that 
45,500,000 years is all sufficient, and he divides 
up the time as follows: To the Cenozoic pe- 
riod (including the Pleistocene), about 2,900, - 
000 years; the Mesozoic, 7,240,000; Paleozoic, 
17,500,000; and the Algonkian at 17,500,000 
years; and to prove it up he presents a for- 
midable array of figures. Murray says that 
the average rate of denudation and deposi- 
tion of land by water as shown by deposits 
now being made on the bottom of the ocean 
is 113 tons per square — per year. 
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Every One His Own Estimator. 

Accordingly you can figure it out yourself, 
taking just as an illustration the rocks in 
the great interior basin of Utah and Nevada. 
These rocks are 21,000 feet thick and cover 
an area of 400,000 square miles. The lime- 
stones are 6,000 feet thick and the sandstones 
and shales 15,000 feet, and at the estimated 
deposit in the ocean at this day it required 
1,200,000 years for the formation of the lime- 
stone of that area and 16,000,000 for the build- 
ing up of the sandstone and shales. 

On top of all this it may be stated that there 
is not sufficient data from the duration of 
animal life to fix geologic time back of 
about 10,000 years, although some mep of 
science claim that men lived on earth as 
early as the ice age, and then say that the age 
of ice was about 50,000 years ago. 

The earth, the globe on which we live, is 
the third largest planet in order from the 
sun, and the largest within the belt of the 
planetoids. In ancient times even the phil- 
‘ogophers locked upon the earth as a flat disk 
swimming upon the water, and if we could 
so stand as to have an unobstructed view 
of the earth today it would appear as a 
circular plain on whose circumference the 
heavens would seem to rest. But as learn- 
ing became more general it was proven that 
‘the earth was really a globe—but not actu- 
ally a sphere, for it ts slightly flattened or 
compressed at two opposite points—-the poles 
—as has been shown by actual meaeure- 
ment of the degrees of latitude, and by ob- 
servation of the 8 


Degrees Differ in Length. 

It is known that a degree of latitude is 
not. everywhere of the same length as it 
would be e the earth were a perfect sphere, 
but increases from the equator to the poles, 
from which it is rightly inferred that the 
earth is flattened there, and that stands to 
reason, for a solid globe of glass six feet 
in diameter will change shape by the pres- 
sure of its oon weight. The earth does the 
same thing. 

From the most accurate measurements of 
degrees that have been made the flattening 
ef the earth has been determined at 1-299. 155, 
or 1-300 nearly, or the equatorial radius to 
the polar as 300 to 299. These same measure- 
ments have not only determined the shape 
but the size of the earth. One geographical 
mile (2,029 yards) is the sixtieth part of a

Deviation Ascertained Exactly 


The position of the large balls is then re- 
versed and the change in position of the 
small balls is again observed. This is re- 
peated until the exact amount of deviation 
of the small balls is ascertained beyond a 
doubt, then by calculating the amount of 
attraction.of the large balls to produce this 
deviation is easily obtained. Having reached 
this, the next thing is to ascertain what their 
attraction would be if they were as large as 
the earth. 

‘This is easily answered by comparing its 
mean density—which is said to be 5.67 times 
that of water—with that of lead. It has been 
found that the mass of the earth as compared 
with that of the sun is 0000028173. The num- 
ber of the stars is estimated at many mil- 
lions; the numiber of suns, as large or larger 
than our own, at many thousands; and be- 
yond these yet more suns and more stars, 
so that, comparatively speaking, in the whole 
universe the earth is no larger than the min- 
utest atom of dust that floats in our air. 
If the earth could be placed on the sun it 
would be a mere speck—only one thirceen- 
thousandth of the discernible portion of that 
orb.

Earth's Travels in Miles. 


The earth on its journey travels every year 
upwards of 560,000,000 miles, or say nineteen 
miles a second! The velecity of the earth’s 
rotation evidently increases gradually from 
the poles to the equator, where it attains 
musket ball speed, going at the rate of 24,840 
miles a day, or 1,440 feet a second. 

As one goes below the surface of the earth 
the temperature increases far in excess of 
the external heat. At a depth of fifty feet 
the increase is one degree. The German gov- 
ernment has been making some observations 
and finds that at a depth of two miles the 
point of boiling water is teached and at a 
depth of forty-five miles the heat would be 
intense enough to me!t platinum. 

Some hold that the earth is a solid ball, but 
the more generally accepted theory is that 
it is a hollow shell, with a thin crust; full of 
molten liquid. This idea of a central heat is 
firmly established among scientists, some 
maintaining that the crust of the earth is no 
thicker than the shell of an egg, relatively 
speaking.

Jabots. 


I found numerous pieces of embroideries 
and laces which I used successfully in fash- 
ioning dainty little jabots which cannot 
be bought at the stores for les# than 76.cents. 
These I shall use as Christmas gifts for those 
of my friends who delight in tailored waist 
and dainty ties. 

Take piece of embroidery one or one and 
one-half inches wide, cut off cloth edges, and 
at bottom cut in point or cut around figure, 
leaving it flower shaped. To top edge inser- 
tion sew on lace edge, lapping lace under 
from top and slanting down for a couple of 
inches. Then about two inches from the bot- 
tom begin to full on around the bottom to 
opposite side and finish same as on tirst side.

Price the Stout W oman Must Pay 


to Regain Slenderness of Form.

Many a woman in her thirties begins to 
realize that sh is getting stout, that her 
waist measure has increased a couple of 
inches, and that she no longer is so light on 
her feet as she was ten years before. 

She consults her looking glass and finds 
that the graceful lines of youth have dis- 
appeared and that an ugly bulkiness is grow- 
ing about chest and hips, and perhaps about 
her shoulders also. She looks stooped and 
bent, although she really is not, but the layer 
of fat about the top of her back across the 
shoulders makes her appear so. 

Well, she thinks vaguely of exercise and 
diet, and then gives them up because she 
doesn’t know what to do and doesn’t want 
to bother to consult the doctor. The conse- 
quence is that she is middle aged in appear- 
ance when she should be youthful, while her 
general health is apt to suffer from the a¢- 
cumulation of adipose tissue. 

How to get rid of it? 

Well, one eminent doctor told a woman 
who went to consult him about her increas- 
ing stoutness: 

* Madam, jump the rope for half an hour 
every day before an open window and you 
will regain your 2 — your health.“ 


Less Strenuous Exercise Necessary. 
The patient hada senee of humor. Well,” 
she said, as I live in an apartment and 
weigh about a hundred and sixty, perhaps 
you had better advise something less stren- 
uous for the sake of the tenants in the apart- 


ment below.” 


Whereupon the doctor emiled and laid out 
the following simple course of diet and exer- 
cise: 

As much out of door exercise as possible, 
walking, horseback riding. tennis, golf. row- 
ing—but walking especially, and walking up 
hill is the best of all 

This outdoor exercise is to be taken briskly 
and each day, no matter how the weather 
may be. Regularity ie one of the chief helps 
to the treatment. 

Five minute exercises each morning and 
evening, as follows: 

Stand erect, heels together, toes out, chin 
and stomach held in, and shoulders back.

Any small articles, the more useful the bet- 
ter, are concealed im imitation oranges, ap- 
ples, and bananas, made from crépe paper, 
as near the genuine color of the fruit as pos- 
sible. Water color touches will add to the 
naturalness, and a little cotton will be re- 
quired to make the shape perfect. Leaves 
can be made from different shades of green 
crépe paper. A pretty basket, piled up with 
a mixture of the surprise and real fruit, with 
a bunch of holly on the handle, will delight 
the invalid’s eye and bring renewed joy each 
time an article is discovered.

Bas Relief. 

Materials: One wooden panel stamped with 
grapes or other fruit design, one smal! bottle 
drying oil, one No. 2 and one No. 4 sable 
brush; tube oil paints: silver white, ivory 
black, mauve lake, cobalt blue, crimson mad- 
der, burnt sienna, chrome green, emerald 
green, brown madder; one small pane of 
glass, 56 cents’ worth of putty ready mixed 
for use, penknife, common hatpin. A good 
“outfit” for burnt wood working. First 
burn im your leaves, stems, and background. 
Or, if preferred, put in a background of oll 
paint. Mix a small quantity each of ivory 
black, cobalt blue, and silver wing, using 
pane of glass far palette. A cool grayish tint 
is what you want for this background. So be 
sparing of the black paint. If you wish to 
use oil colors to do the leaves, stems, and ten- 
drils provide brown madder, emerald green, 
and chrome green. Paint the stems and 
tendrils with the pure emerald green, re- 
touching with a little brown madder. Make 
general tone of leaves green,-shading from 
dark to light and veining with the brown 
madder. 

The background should be laid on very 
smooth and allowed to become perfectly dry 
before attempting to paint leaves and stems. 
In case of burning in the background, 
leaves, and stems, follow directions that go 
with outfit carefully. Painstaking work 
alone will secure a fine design. When this 
part of work is complete the frult may be 
made. Take up a small piece of putty in 
hand; work and roll until it is perfectly round 
like a marble. Drop it down where a grape 
ig marked in the design. I say drop because 
the putty is easily gotten out of shape. Re- 
peat ‘until you have filled out the fruit part. 
If you are making other fruit, shape and 
color accordingly. Now set your design in 
a cool, airy place to dry. The round end of 
the hatpin will be found useful in shaping 
up the grapes if they get a little out of shape 
when placing. Tocolor grapes when they are 
dry, mix the following palette: A little each 
of cobalt blue and crimson madder, mixed 
with the drying oil, just enough oll to blend 
color. For shading use mauve lake and co- 
balt blue. There are usually two bunches 
of grapes in a design. One bunch may be 
painted a light green. For this use silver 
white, emerald, and chrome green. Blend 
your colors well before applying. These pan- 
els make handsome Christmas gifts at a low 
cost. Attach strong picture wire for hang- 
ing. The whole may be varnished with art- 
ist’s varnish it destred.

Fate Hangs in the Balance. 

In the meantime even more uncertainty awaits the 
fate of little William Henry, aged 8, who is the only 
child of the Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilts. This was the 
child who was elected to receive the bulk of the other 
half of the great Vanderbilt fortune. It will be remem- 
bered that old William Henry divided the greater part 
of his fortune betweer his sons Cornelius and William 
K. equally. His other sons, Frederick and George, and 
his four daughters, Mrs. Elliot F. Shepard, Mrs. W. 
Seward Webb, Mrs. H. McKay Twombly, and Mrs. W. 
D. Sloane, shared equally in the remainder of the for- 
tune. 

It was the hope of the father of this large family 
that of the two sons whom he made the chief heirs one 
would build up a line of succession which would remain 
stable and receive the bulk of the fortune. Cornelius 
announced his purpose of doing this, and his eldest son, 
Cornelius, generally known as Cornelius III., was picked 
as his heir. When this young man announced his inten- 
tion of marrying Miss Grace Wilson, the beautiful 
daughter of a fine New York family, but seven or eight 
years his senior, there was a furious quarrel.

Son Gives Decisive Answer. 

For answer the son immediately married her and lost 
$50,000,000, which his father willed to Alfred Gwynne 
afterward. It was the largest fortune ever given up 
for love, and, strange to say, the man who lost it has 
seemed to be the most happy of all the Vanderbilts in 
his matrimonial relations. 

Mrs. Cornelius is said to be one of the few women 
in her set of New York society who has brains, and she 
is a perfect society leader. She is a devoted mother to 
her beautiful children, and under her influence Cor- 
nelius has worked hard in the railroad business. He 
has invented several appliances which are in use on 
his own and other railroads. He is a sch@arly and 
unusual man, and there are some who think that he 
may have the best gifts to pass on in succession of any 
of the Vanderbilt. 

But the money, so the father willed, should be con- 
served and passed on by Alfred Gwynne, who married 
Elsie French. Alfred was not scholarly, however. He 
was not even possessed of the microbe of family deve- 
tion.

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BUCKINGHAM PALACE AND 
ENTRANCE TO GREEN PARK 5 
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RAVELING through London without a 
panoramic camera,” remarked a tourist 
not long ago, “is, to the experienced 
traveler, a deliberate theft upon the jour- 
ney. The eye may see and the ear may 
hear and the mind may photograph its 
recollections. Also the camera may snap 
—snips. But it takes the panoramic cam- 

era to get effects that it is a pleasure to bring home 
with one.“ 

Looking at the pictures reproduced—Buckingham 
palace and yits surrounding grounds, with the historic 
tower itself in the background, the Tower bridge and 
good old Leicester square—one understands and ap- 
Heciates the remark of the tourist. Such pictures are 
worth having, Dut hardly in camera bits. It takes a 
panoramic camera to take them as they should be taken. 


Since it was modernised in 1902, Buckingham pal- 
ace has had the reputation of being one of the most 
comfortable mansions in London. His majesty’s suite 
of rooms is situated in the right wing looking out into 
the gardens which run up Constitufion hill. The gar- 
dens are forty acres in extent, a particular feature of 
them being a lake which covers not less than five 
acres. There are always boats on this lake and, in 
pleasant weather these are manned by royal watermen 
in state livery for the purpose of giving pleasure to 
any guests who may chance to be at the palace. 


The gardens are beautifully laid out and are well 
wooded. The prospect from the kings apartments does 
not suggest what is a fact, that the palace lies in the 
heart of the metropolis and is girt by a belt of brick 
and mortar from half a dosen to a dosen miles in 
breadth. 

Buckingham palace has been called the ugliest, pal- 
ace in Europe. Although its east facade seen from the 
Mall has an imposing appearance, the site can not be 
called a fine one. Lookimg down at the palace from 
the Piccadilly flank of the Green park one sees that it 
lies on extremely low ground. Just beyond are streets 
that, up to a few years ago, were some of the worst 
slums in Westminster.

Much property is mentioned in the will; the only 
piece, however, that has to do with the story is what 
is specified in the papers as the “mansion house,” 
and it is located on the corner of Michigan avenue and 
Harrison street, where it rubs an obstinate elbow into 
the south sije of the Congress hotel.

„Mansion House the Most Affected. 


It had become a settled idea in the mind of Mr. 
Dunham that as it had been during his life, so it, the 
“mansion house,” should continue after his death, a 
family dwelling. Flat buildings might come—so might 
automobile shops—but the Dunham home shouli re- 
main intact. The patrician soil on which it wae erect- 
ed should never become contaminated by the plebeian 
marks of modern commerce. It was with this thought 
and determination in mind that the will was drawn up. 

The part in the will that refers to it includes other 
less important improved properties; the mansion 
house,” however, ie what it most affects. It reads: 

“It is my will that neither of my said daughters, 
Mary Virginia Dunham nor Helen Elizabeth Dunham 
Hawes, shall have the right or power any time 
hereafter during their natural lives to lenate, re- 
lease, incumber, or in anywise convey away their right 
or title to, or property or interest in, the several lots, 
pieces, or parcels of land severally devised to them for 
life, except as hereinafter specifically authorized.” 

The will then goes on to state that unimproved 
properties may be leased for a period not longer than 
eighteen years. Further on it states: 

“Any attempt on the part of either of my said 
daughters to do otherwise than the will provides shall 
work a forfeiture of the interest, property, and estate 
of the person violating this provision. The gifts I 
make are made with this understanding.” 

Another portion of the will states that rents Shall 
be neither pledged nor assigned.

Final Clause Absolutely Binding.

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Old Coins Weighty ‘Affairs. 


N ANSWER to the question, What is the 
simplest thing in the world? one might 
answer, A goose. And if one should 
be asked for the next simplest, one might 
answer, To buy a goose. Even so. But 

there was a time when coins weighed pounds 
and geese were scarce—and thereby hangs a 


tale. 

At his home, 2410 Kenmore avenue, Fred- 
erik Sandberg, former director of the arts 
and crafts department at the St. Louis ex- 
position, and also an antique collector of 
note, has a set of four most pecullar coins, 
centuries old, which rank among tae choicest’ 
of his possessions. These coins were issued 
in Sweden on Jan. 20, 1644, and are called 
plate coin. The largest of the coins measu: es 
10%x10% inches. The next in size is 74x7%. 
‘The third, 5x5%, and the smallest, 4%x4 
inches. Their united weight is about fifteen 
pounds. 

The Swedish master of the mint. Markus 
Koch, submitted the designs for this plate 
money. There was some discussion as to 
whether or not they would be practicable: but 
finally were approved by royal decree, with 
the result that January of 1644 saw the new 
money in circulation. The decree, besides 
ordering their issue, also stipulated that 
the master of the mint shall strike a crown 
in each corner of the plate and the coin

Game week last year 


HE week just closed was one of un- 
usually interesting developments in 
the real estate market and, taken alto- 
gether, afforded ampie grounds for 
much encouragement as to the future. 

More transactions of a highly important 
character have been closed during some of 
the preceding weeks of the summer and fall, 
but it is doubtful if there has been a wider 
range of trading or greater variety shown in 
the character of the properties dealt in dur- 
ing any week for the last six months or more. 

Thus, there were three important transac- 
tions in the central district, an unusual num- 
ber of large deals in apartment house proper- 
ties in various parts of the city where the 
considerations reached $100,000 or there- 
abouts, notable sales in the south Michigan 
avenue district reported—and, if rumor is to 
be believed, more important ones to come 
this week—another important transaction in 
the St. Clair street district, two big deals in 
high priced acres in Lake Forest in addition 
to a wide range of minor transactions in the 
intermediate and outliyng districts of the 
city. 

The magnitude of this small trading, as in- 
dicated by the figures of the recorder’s office, 
continues to be dne of the conspicuous fea- 
tures of the market and shows how thor- 
eughly healthy basic conditions are. 


Pennsylvania Railroad Station. 


Of more importance, however, than any of 
the transactions closed during the week was 
the official announcement that the Pennsyl- 
wania road is going to establish its much das- 
cussed new passenger terminal practically 
on the site of the present station at Canal 
and Adams street, and, what is of even more 
importance, that work on this great project, 
the cost of which is estimated at $26,000,000, 
is likely to begin within a year. 

The announcement of the location of the 
station will come as a surprise to few per- 
gons familiar with the road's general ter- 
minal facilities, as well as the railway situ- 
ation of the city as a whole, as the gen- 
eral opinion has been that when the time 
came to build the road would select its pres- 
ent teminal or a location adjacent thereto. 
There have been many who have believed 
that the fina! decision of the road would favor 
the much discussed site at State street and 
Archer avenue, but general opinion has been 
opposed to this. 

In just what form the new station plan 
will be worked out does not appear yet, be- 
yond the general belief that it probably will 
include the present site as well as the pur- 
chases made over a year ago covering the 
property north of Madison street to Wash- 
ington and east of Canal street.” There is 
talk about more land to be acquired, but it 
is difficult to understand where more land 
will be needed unless it be north of Wash- 
ington street for headroom. 


Bigger Site Not Favored. 


It is, of course, possible that the road plans 
to carry out the project which has been at- 
tributed to it froin time to time of locating 
its station between Canal and’ Clinton streets, 
south of Madison, in which event much more 
land would be acquired. This would involve 
the vacation of or.tunneling under Canal 
street, but it is stated on what is believed to 
be good authority that after the most care- 
ful consideration the management of the 
road decided that this plan was impractic- 
able. 


In any event the decision to build within a 
on or adjacent to its present station is 
to have a stimulating effect on con- 
tiguous property, although experience has 
been that railroad stations have not op- 
erated materially to advance values. 
In this connection it would be interesting 
to know just what relation the mysterious 
purchases made in 1907 south of Van Buren 
street between Jefferson and Desplaines have 
to the new plans of the Pennsylvania. There 
as been talk to the effect that the land was 
ecquired as a new freight terminal for the 
Burlington, while another report had it that 
tt was for a general freight terminal for all 
the roads entering the Union station, the 
idea being to leave all the land east of Canal 
street xvallable for passenger terminal facili- 
ties. The latter looks plausible in view of the 
recent official announcements. 


Clark Street Theater Lease. 

The most interesting transaction in the 
central district was the lease by the Morrison 
estate to the Chicago Gaiety Theater com- 

y of the 100x120 feet on the east 
side of Clark street, just south of the 
alley, midway in the block, for a term of 
ninety-nine years.
